A MOST UNUSUAL booklet recently 

crossed my desk. It presents annual 
statistical reports on U. S. highway ac- 
cidents during 1959. On the cover, the 
Grim Reaper’s bony fingers clutch a 
horrible record of injury, suffering, and 


death. 


From it I learned that nearly three 
million Americans have added _ their 
names to this roll call of senseless in- 
jury and slaughter, an increase of al- 
most fifty-thousand over 1958! They 
were added despite the pleadings and 
warnings of those who try in vain to 
halt the carnage on our highways. 


For those of us who recognize the 
evil, and battle it with the few weapons 
at our command, the struggle seems an 
almost hopeless one. Each year the 
Merciless Enemy emerges victorious, 
his Dishonor Roll growing longer with 
the names of men, women and children, 
both drivers and pedestrians ... the 
careless and the innocent alike. 


Since the first automobile chugged 
noisily down cobblestone streets, more 
than sixty-two million killed, crippled 
and maimed Americans have inscribed 
their names on this Dishonor Roll. This 
astounding figure represents more than 
the total population of Brazil. 


More have died on highways than on 
our nation’s battlefields. More have 
been injured than in all the world’s wars 
combined! 


This roll call of highway fatalities 
is no secret document hidden from pub- 
lic gaze. In newspapers and bulletins, 
legal and police reports, in courtrooms 
and chambers of judges, the names of 
the Dishonored and their innocent vic- 
tims are open to all. 


And not the names alone, but the 
catalog of their deeds: 
Driving while drunk Excessive speed 
Violating rules of the road 

Failure to dim lights 


Jaywalking 
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These are only a few of their offens- 
es. More than eighty per cent of the 
casualties in 1959 resulted from driver 
error ... in most instances by someone 
under the influence of alcohol. What a 
tragedy! 


In an endless roll call the names of 
the guilty are read, and their judgments 
(often mere reprimands) given. Then, 
more often than not, the Dishonored 
proceed to emblazon their names again 
on the shameful record. 


It is apparent that, despite statisti- 
cal lists, courtroom scenes, newspaper 
headlines, and the spotlight of publicity, 
we shall continue to ignore this great 
and needless waste of human lives and 
material values. We will shake our 
heads in sorrow over friends, relatives, 
and children killed, or their lives blight- 
ed. 


Then, as in 1959, to the ever-increas- 
ing toll of Dishonor, we will add 37,600 
men, women and children killed, and 
2,870,000 injured, maimed and disfigur- 
ed. 


What is the solution of this national 
disgrace? Obviously, none has been 
found to date. Statistics, pledges and 
slogans have had little effect on the 
American public. None of these has 
brought lasting awareness of the need- 
less waste of lives, and the untold suf- 
fering represented by the Dishonor Roll. 


Each year more and more of us either 
forget or intentionally disregard the 
warnings of safety experts. We refuse 
to make personal commitment to the 
greater care necessary if we are to sur- 
vive the holocaust of our highways. 


Only by awareness of the terrific 
power of the modern automobile and 
the desire to keep our own names off 
the Dishonor Roll, can we lower the 
deadly toll and make our highways safe 
avenues of commerce and pleasure for 


all.

prosperity, and from the oth- 
er side assurances of less 
taxes and more federal give-aways at 
the same time. 


These will be the months when the 
American people will be given rose-col- 
ored glasses by those who are “in” and 
at the same time our most vital prob- 
lems of national security and survival 
will be mercilessly dragged into the 
mud of the political arena by the “outs” 
who will want to make political hay by 
discussing these life-and-death ques: 
tions. 


And while the ear-splitting din of 
“politicking” echoes across the country, 
the American people are not only con- 
fused and bewildered, but they are sim- 
ply unable to turn their attention to-

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ward certain problems which are tower- 
ing now, as never before, over the hor- 
jzon of our country. 


The first group of these problems can 
be found in our foreign relations. The 
soft and alluring words spoken by each 
side about the possibility of a “com- 
promise” or “coexistence,” accompan- 
ied by heart-warming visits of the lead- 
ers of the United States and of the So- 
viet Union in each other’s country, have 
unwittingly contributed to a false feel- 
ing of security in the minds of millions 
of Americans. 


This is what Khrushchev told us in 
Los Angeles: We as a nation face a 
choice between two possibilities — the 
first; immediate destruction by the 
most horrible weapons of modern war- 
fare. The other; peaceful coexistence 
with Russia under Nikita Khrushchev’s 
own terms. This is what he said verba- 
tim: 

“Let the two systems compete with 
each other peacefully and let history de- 
cide which one is the better of the two.” 


After having known personally more 
Soviet leaders than practically any oth- 
er statesman or diplomat of the West, 
I can say that the word “compromise” 
has a very peculiar meaning in the con- 
temporary Russian vocabulary. Com- 
promise in Russia today means that you 
will give in a hundred per cent and 
they will call it a “compromise.” 


The Voice Of Authority 


The only language the Soviet leaders 
understand is that of the mailed fist. 
Everything else they mistake for weak- 
ness. 


If we want to maneuver ourselves in- 
to the horrors of World War III, the 
best way to achieve this would be to cre- 
ate the false impression in the minds of 
the Kremlin leaders that we are afraid, 
that we are worried, and that we want 
peace at any price. 


In this case, I can guarantee that we 
will be able to witness the explosion of 
Soviet atomic warheads over our Ameri- 
can cities. However, the only way to 
prevent and to avoid World War III is 
to let the Kremlin leaders know that we 
are ready, willing and able to fight — if 
and when they force us into it. 


Of course, our leaders know very well 
that the soft words coming out of the 
Kremlin were not followed by any So- 
viet action toward relaxing internation- 
al tensions. 


_ The great danger of the situation lies 
in the fact that the American people, 
who are the most optimistic, most hon- 
est and most easy-going people in the 
world, might be coaxed into relaxing 
their efforts by such a false thaw and 
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by non-existing coexistence in interna- 
tional relations. 


Once in its history the American peo- 
ple needed the explosion of enemy 
bombs over Pearl Harbor to shake it out 
of its apathy and optimism, and today, 
when all the factors of a possible world- 
wide conflict are very much present, 
they might be misled by the exchange of 
visits between leading statesmen and 
their families into believing that the 
problems of the world have been basi- 
cally solved. 


To create such an impression of false 
security in the minds of the American 
people was the underlying reason of 
Nikita Khrushchev’s visit to America. 
He wanted to show us that he doesn’t 
look like a man who would start a war 
against America. 


The next step in the thinking of John 
Q. Citizen would be of course, the idea: 
“If this fellow won’t start war with us, 
then why do we have to spend yearly 
forty-one billion dollars in military ap- 
propriations? And, if we could save 
some money in this field, couldn’t I, 
John Q. Citizen, also get an adequate 
reduction in my own taxes?” 


American Education 


The second group of complex prob- 
lems is found in the field of education. 
It was odd to see that the interest of the 
American people was focused on the 
problems of education only after the 
first Sputnik began to circle the globe. 


If we want to be honest, we must ad- 
mit that, until then, we were not parti- 
cularly interested in the curriculums be- 
ing taught in our schools, and then all 
of a sudden, everyone was up in arms 
to push more science, more math down 
the throats of our innocent children! 


Of course, there are many ways in 
which the quality of American educa- 
tion can be improved. But it would be a 
great mistake to use our educational 
system as a scapegoat for all our short- 
comings. 


And what we also have to admit is 
that, while we had the money to build 
the tallest automobile fins, the highest 
skyscrapers in the world, we were shell- 
ing out, with the shortsightedness of a 
Shylock, the few dollars we wanted to 
invest in our greatest treasure — the 
youth of America. 


This was the main reason why the 
National Education Association came 
out so strongly in support of federal aid 
for education. 


With all due respect toward this great 
Association, I strongly disagree with 
their stand. I believe that the rights of 
our sovereign states have been whittled

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down to such an extent dur- 
ing the past decades that the 
field of education is one of 
the few sectors where the 
states and communities are 
still able to preserve their 
constitutional rights. 


If we should permit fed- 
eral influence to invade the 
field of education, we would 
tear down the last few rem- 
nants of states’ rights and, 
in this case, the name “Unit- 
ed States” would become an 
empty slogan only — with 
practically nothing left to 
substantiate its original 
meaning: the union of sover- 
eign states. 


It is also clear at the same 
time that we cannot remain 
second best behind Russia 
in this struggle. But if we 
want to avoid and prevent 
federal incursion in the field 
of education, it is not enough 
to just object to it. 


Never was a cause won in 
history by being merely “an- 
ti.” If we want to prevent 
and avoid federal interven- 
tion in our educational sys-

they like it or not, unfor. 
tunately this is the situation! 


When the American farm. 
er was willing to exchange 
his birthright of free plan. 
ning, free planting and free 
marketing for government 
controls, government super- 
vision and government re- 
strictions — then, whether 
he likes it or not, he follows 
the socialistic doctrine 
straight out of the book of 
Karl Marx! 


And what a terrible irony 
that the American free enter- 
prise system cannot find any 
other way to save one of its 
most conservative groups, 
the American farmer, but by 
socialistic methods and prac- 
tices! 

I am a warmhearted sup- 
porter and admirer of this 
free American labor move- 
ment which I consider as 
one of our strongest defens- 
es against Communist infil- 
tration. 

American labor received 
its own distinguished service 
cross and legion of merit 
from no one else than from 





tem, then we must give all 
the moral and material sup- 
port possible to education, on the local 
and on the state level. 


Inflation 


Our next complex and difficult prob- 
lem is that of continuing inflation ... 
the wage and price spiral which contin- 
ues to destroy the very roots of our 
economy, while nibbling away on the 
purchasing power of the dollar, on the 
value of our wages, of our salaries, of 
our savings and of our life insurance. 


We, of course, are trying to teach 
our children to be thrifty. We try to 
teach them how to make money honest- 
ly, and how to appreciate it. 


But as we encourage them to put their 
dimes and nickels into school savings 
accounts, we do not explain to them 
that. while their savings will earn them 
three per cent dividends per year, at the 
same time the purchasing power of the 
dollar might decline four per cent or 
five per cent a year, because of contin- 
ued inflation. 


If we do not have the moral courage

to stand up and put a stop to this in- 
flationary trend, we will cheat our chil- 
dren out of their birthright. 


Socialism 


Finally, the greatest problem which 
we have to face here in America today 
is the problem of spreading socialism. 
In this connection I am not talking 
about the kind of “creeping socialism” 
which the late Senator Robert A. Taft 


defined so well more than ten years ago. 


Unfortunately, what we have to face 
today is the problem of outright “gal- 
loping socialism” in America — in our 
farming economy as well as in the field 
of industry. 


I am certain that the conservative and 
patriotic farmers in my home state of 
Illinois would grab a pitchfork and run 
me out of their barnyard should I tell 
them that they are engaged in socialistic 
schemes and practices. But whether 
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Nikita Khrushchev who, af- 
ter meeting a group of Amer- 
ican labor leaders called them “the 
stooges of capitalism.” 


However, what our good friends in 
American labor do not seem to know is 
the fact that wherever or whenever la- 
bor has achieved political power and 
domination — either by creating its 
own political party or by infiltrating an- 
other political party — this has led in- 
evitably to more or less socialistic in- 
stitutions, whether labor wanted it or 
not. It just can’t be otherwise. 


Look at the example of England dur- 
ing the six years of labor government 
in that country! Never before was the 
British economy in such a critical situ- 
ation than between 1945 and 1951 
while the British political scene was 
dominated by the Labor party. 


Production was disrupted and disor- 
ganized, the national debt skyrocketed, 
the Bank of England was deprived of its 
last reserves of gold and foreign ex- 
change and only a three billion dollar 
American loan was able to save Britain 
from bankruptcy at that time. 
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If we add to this the un- 
disputable fact that our best 
guarantee and defense today 
against Soviet aggression is 
the superiority of the Amer- 
ican free enterprise system 
with its unbelievably high 
potential of industrial and 
agricultural production, we 





have good reason to say that 
the most honest or even un- 
willing tendencies by Amer- 
ican labor toward some ab- 
stract and idealistic social- 
ism would unwillingly and 
unwittingly help to destroy 
this strong defense of ours. 


Lasting Solutions 


No matter where we look, 
there just doesn’t seem to be 
a solution for these problems. 
In the field of international 
relations, we admit that the 
Russians are years ahead of 
us in the development of 
rockets, but whenever they 
score a spectacular success, 
we dismiss it with a shrug, 
saying, “we are not in a race 
with them any way.” 


And, while we make he- 
roic efforts to keep the 
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The Sneak Thief 


All that we get are reports 
that everything is “hunky- 
dory” today and everything 
will be even “hunkier and 
dorier” tomorrow — provid- 
ed we vote for the candidate 
who promises us all the “pie 
in the sky” that we can de- 
vour. 


These politicians are so 
very careful not to offend 
the overwhelming optimism 
of the American people, for 
fear of not getting their 
votes, that they either just 
gloss over these terrible dif- 
ficulties or, what is even 
worse, use them as political 
campaign material. 


I do not feel that the time 
has come yet for an Ameri- 
can Churchill who, as the 
great Statesman did in 1940, 
will tell us that all we can 
expect will be “blood, sweat 
and tears.” 


I have an unlimited confi- 
dence in the _ tremendous 
moral strength, fortitude and 
courage of the American 
people, who have always 
proved their true greatness 
in the most critical periods 





crumbling Atlantic alliance 
together and to help uncom- 
mitted countries maintain their inde- 
pendence, communist strongholds are 
being established in our own back yard 
in Latin America. 


In the field of education, while we 
debate the question of federal aid and 
the necessity of strengthening our cur- 
riculums — we close our eyes to the 
fact that twice as many engineers are 
now being graduated yearly in the So- 
viet Union as from our American uni- 
versities, 


And nobody seems to be bothered by 
the fact that while ten million students 
are studying the English language in 
Russian schools, at the same time eight 
thousand students are studying the Rus- 
sian language in American institutions 
of learning. 


In the field of inflation the continuing 
demand for increasing wages without 
raising at the same time the productiv- 
ity of labor has led to the very deplor- 
able situation of outpricing ourselves 
from foreign markets, where American 
goods cannot compete because of the 
high cost of production. 
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And now as this tendency continues, 
we are on our way to outprice our 
American products even from our own 
markets! 


How else could you interpret the fact 
that today a ton of West German steel 
in Pittsburgh — after all the freight, 
transportation, tariffs and duties, costs 
approximately fifty dollars less per ton 
than American steel, produced in the 
same Pennsylvania city! 


The Present Dilemma 


When we see these towering problems 
which confront every one of us today, 
and which will have a decisive effect on 
our future and that of our children, 
what then is the picture we are getting 
from our leaders, our elected represen- 
tatives and our candidates? 
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of their history. 


However, the only way for the Ameri- 
can people to take their destiny into 
their own hands is for them to get a 
sober and a realistic picture of the pres- 
ent situation. 


And it is the sacred obligation of both 
Republicans and Democrats, of the ad- 
ministration and the opposition, to give 
such a sobering account to the Ameri- 
can people, that they may be able to 
make the necessary decisions. 


If we continue to receive tranquiliz- 
ing drugs and happiness pills instead of 
“truth serum,” then the time will come 
when all that is left for us will be 
“blood, sweat and tears.” 


During the last century the American 
dilemma was always whether to vote for 
the Republicans or for the Democrats. 
Very soon, however, the American peo- 
ple will be confronted by another dilem- 
ma: to make their choice, not between 
one political party or the other; they 
will have to choose between politicians 
or statesmen ... between survival or 
doom. 
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“And when she had so said, she went 
her way, and called Mary her sister 
secretly, saying, The Master is come, 
and calleth for thee. As soon as she 
heard that, she arose quickly, and came 
unto him.” (John 11:28-29) 


| THE ELEVENTH chapter of John 
we read of three people who are all 


different. They are all saved and they 
all love God. 


They are all members of a Christian 
family, but their personalities are differ- 
ent; their make-up is different; and 
their response is different. 


They are godly people; but, you 
know, God did not make everyone alike. 
I believe that every Christian ought to 
be equally consecrated, equally compas- 
sionate, equally spirit-filled, equally in- 
terested in the work of God, but that 
does not mean that we are all just alike. 


Do not think that you are always go- 
ing to get every Christian to be just the 
kind of Christian that you are and get 
them to be just exactly what you would 
like for them to be. It might be a ter- 
= tragedy if it were possible to do 
that. 


Mary And Martha 


God did not make us like that. Here, 
for instance, are two wonderful women. 
They were always glad to have Jesus 
come. When He would come to their 
home, one of them would spend all the 
time getting ready for Him to come and 
making Him comfortable when He came 
and serving Him after He got there. 





The other one was altogether differ- 
ent. She was more of the meditative 
type. When Jesus would come to the 
home, she would go and sit at His feet 
while her sister served and was busy in 
the kitchen. They were two different 
women. 


One day an hour of sorrow came. A 
great tragedy struck that home. Sorrow 
comes to good homes; sorrow comes to 
Christian families just as it comes to the 
homes and hearts of unsaved people. 


The Word of God never teaches that 
a Christian will have no sorrow. It just 
tells us to sorrow not as others who 
have no hope. Thank God there is al- 
ways the rainbow in the dark clouds of 
sorrow of the Christian. 


The brother in this home became ill 
just the same. Jesus came to that home. 
When these two women heard that Jesus 
was on His way to the home, they re- 
sponded differently. 


One of them sat still in her sorrow, 
in the dark hour of her broken heart. 
She waited for Jesus to come into her 
little house at Bethany, but not the oth- 
er. 


She arose in the midst of her sorrow, 
ran down the road to Jesus, and told 
Him all that was on her heart. Jesus, 
thank God, began to minister to her. 


In a moment she turned from Jesus, 
ran back into the house and said these 
words, “The Master is come and He 
calleth for thee.” 


When her sister heard that, she arose 
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quickly and went where Jesus was. Now 
notice, “The Master is come and He 
calleth for thee.” 


This is the invitation of Jesus. I be. 
lieve with all my heart that the call of 
Jesus comes to every human being. 


A man said to me a few years ago in 
this city, “Brother Tom, you are deal- 
with a person who cannot be saved.” 
I said, “My friend, I do not believe 
that.” 


“Why don’t you believe it?” he ask- 
ed. “Don’t you believe what I am say- 
ing to you?” 


“No,” I replied. “I believe you are 
sincere, but I believe you are wrong. 
This Bible says that God is not willing 
that any should perish. That means just 
what it says. 


“God is not willing that any should 
perish. That means just what it says. 
God is not willing that any man or wom- 
an, one boy or girl in America, in Afri- 
ca, in India, in Asia, in Europe, the Is- 
lands of the Seas — God is not willing 
that one soul for whom Jesus died 
should be lost and go to hell.” 


“The Master is come and He calleth 
for thee.” The call of God has more to 
it than most people realize. 


When you see in the Old Testament 
how God called the nation of Israel, re- 
member this — He called them out of 
something and into something. 


It seems to me in this day and time 
that many Christian people know only 
half of the call of God. They know the 
call out of darkness but they know very 
little about the call into light. 


They know about the call out of the 
bondage of Egypt but they know very 
little about the call into the glories of 
Canaan. 


Seven times in the Gospels Jesus said 
to people, “Come.” I want you to notice 
this seven-fold call for in it you see a 
progression of truth. You see what God 
expects in a well-rounded, full-orbed 
Christian life. 


I. Come and Rest — “Salvation” 


First of all, He says, “Come and rest.” 
In Matthew 11:28 He says, “Come unto 
me, all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest. Take my 
yoke upon you, and learn of me ... 
For my yoke is easy, and my burden is 
light.” 
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You see in this call of salvation three 
wonderful things. 


“Come unto me” — unto the Person 
of Jesus. “Come unto me” — not the 
church, not the creed, not the religion, 
not the ordinance. None of these things 
save. “Come unto me” — that is sal- 
vation. 


“Take my yoke” — that is obedience. 
“Learn of me” — that is discipleship. 
Many of God’s people have heard the 
“Come unto me” but have not assumed 
the yoke of obedience and taken the 
place of a disciple. 


“Come unto me, all ye that labour 
and are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.” That means a rest of conscience, 
a rest of mind, a rest of heart, a rest 
of body, a rest of soul. 


There is nothing like the rest of heart 
and soul and body of one who has come 
as a sinner in complete submission to 
the Son of God. There is a wonderful 
illustration of this in the book of Gene- 
sis. 


After the flood waters began to as- 
suage while Noah and his family were 
in the ark, there were two birds that 
Noah took to send out of the ark. 


He first of all took a raven — an old 
black crow. A raven can live upon 
most anything. It doesn’t take much to 
satisfy a raven — an old crow. It can 
eat the decayed flesh of other animals. 


When Noah sent out the crow, it nev- 
er came back. Do you know why? Out 
there in that world that the judgment 
of God had come upon was all the food 
and satisfaction that an old crow could 
ever want. There were swollen, dead, 
decayed bodies by the thousands. Out 
there he found rest and he never came 
back to the ark. 


Noah also took a dove, which is typi- 
cal of the Holy Spirit in the Bible. 
When the Holy Spirit came on Jesus at 
His baptism, He came in the form of a 
heavenly dove. 


A dove speaks of something spiritual. 
A dove is the purest animal you will 
ever know anything about. I am told 
that a dove never has but one mate. A 
dove is an animal that knows how to 
love, how to grieve, and how to mourn. 


When Noah sent the dove out, it went 
out and found an olive tree somewhere, 
plucked an olive branch and came back 
to the ark. 


By her coming back she said, “I find 
no rest; I find no satisfaction; I find no 
sustenance; I find no strength in a 
world that the judgment of God has 
come upon.” 


Let me tell you, my friend, you are 
not made like a raven. You are made 
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like a dove, for God made you in His 
image and after His likeness; and in a 
world upon which the judgment of God 
has come, you will never find rest ex- 
cept in one place — the ark, Christ Je- 
sus. 


Some of you have tried to find it in 
other things. Try it at the fountain of 
pleasure; try it in material things; seek 
it all you want to in false security, but 
true rest of heart is never found except 
in Jesus Christ. Jesus said, “Come and 
rest.” That is salvation. 


Il. Come and Drink — 
“Sanctification” 


Jesus said, “Come and drink.” That 
is sanctification. In John 7:37-39 He 
said: 


“... If any man thirst, let him come 
unto me, and drink. He that believeth 
on me, as the scripture hath said, out 
of his belly shall flow rivers of living 
waters. (But this spake he of the Spir- 
it, which they that believe on him 
should receive.)” 


Jesus here is saying, “Come and 
drink,” which speaks of the sanctifying 
work of the Holy Spirit of God in every 
believer. 


Are you a Christian this morning? 
I do not ask whether you were saved 
last week or forty years ago; I ask, 
“Are you a Christian this morning? 
Are you saved? Are you born from 
above?” If so, you were born by the 
Spirit, for there is no other way to be a 
Christian. If you are a Christian, you 
are indwelt by the Person of the Holy 
Spirit of God. Every time you look at a 
Christian, you are looking at a house in 


which the Holy Ghost dwells. 


The Bible says He dwelleth not in 
temples made with hands; He dwells in 
my body and yours, and as we give Him 
full control of the body, He leads us 
into sanctification or Scriptural separ- 
ation. 


“Come and rest” — that’s salvation. 
“Come and drink” — that’s sanctifica- 
tion. 


il. Come and Follow — “Service”’ 


“Come and follow me” — that’s serv- 
ice. In Mark 1:17 we read that Jesus 
said, “Come ye after me, and I will 
make you to become fishers of men.” 


This is God’s call to service. This call 
comes to every Christian. On my way 
to church this morning I was thinking 
of the emotion and the conviction that 
I had when I became a Christian. 


Thinking back to this experience 
caused me to ask myself this question: 
“Is there something lacking in my 
preaching that was in the preaching of 
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the old man of God that won me to 
Christ?” I will tell you why I asked 
myself that question. 


Before I was ever saved I knew that 
when I became a Christian, God would 
expect something of me. When I yield- 
ed my heart to Christ and became a 
Christian, I knew God wanted me to 
serve Him. There is nothing more dis- 
appointing to God Almighty than a 
Christian who does not serve God. 


Jesus said in Revelation 3:15-16: “I 
know thy works, that thou art neither 
cold nor hot: I would thou wert cold or 
hot. So then because thou art lukewarm, 
and neither cold nor hot, I will spue 
thee out of my mouth.” 


Did you ever put anything in your 
mouth that was nauseating like tepid 
water and you wanted to expel it im- 
mediately? That is what Jesus is talking 
about. 


He said, “Get hot or get cold.” This 
middle-of-the-road, do-nothing kind of 
Christianity is not found in the Bible. 
Jesus said, “Come follow me.” 


I want to paint you a picture this 
morning. I want us to see two people. 
They are the same age. They have the 
same education, the same kind of job, 
and the same service in the same church. 
On the same day these two people get 
saved. 


In our imagination the Lord comes. 
He takes these two people up to heaven. 
Jesus said, “In my Father’s house are 
many mansions.” 


When they get to heaven, these two 
people begin to look for their homes in 
the glory. Finally, one of them says, 
“Here is mine. I have found mine. It 
has my name on the door. Oh, the grace 
of Jesus that gives me a home in heaven 
like this. I have found mine.” 


The other one keeps looking, and 
away down at the end of the street he 
finds a little place not nearly as large 
as the other one. After a while these 
two Christians come back together 
again. 

One says to the other, “Your house 
is a hundred times larger than mine. 
You and I were saved in the same 
church, saved on the same date, saved at 
the same hour, saved at the same age; 
both of us had the same education, same 
ability, same talent, and same training. 
Look at your mansion and look at mine. 
What is the difference?” 
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One word — service, service for God. 
People who do nothing here have noth- 
ing in the glory. They have a home, 
yes; but as far as heavenly rewards are 
concerned, they only come as a result 
of service. 


Understand this; reward is not by the 
grace of God. Salvation is by the grace 
of God, but there is nothing about grace 
in connection with rewards. Rewards 
are the result of work and soul-winning 
and service for God.

IV. Come and See — “Illumination 
We see the further call of God in John 


1:39, “Come and see.” 


“Again the next day after John stood, 
and two of his disciples; And looking 
upon Jesus as he walked, he saith, Be- 
hold the Lamb of God! And the two 
disciples heard him speak, and they 
followed Jesus. 


“Then Jesus turned, and saw them 
following, and saith unto them, What 
seek ye? They said unto him, Rabbi, 
(which is to say, being interpreted, 
Master) where dwellest thou? He said 
unto them, Come and see. They came 
and saw where he dwelt, and abode with 
him that day.” 


They saw where Jesus lived and stay- 
ed under the same roof with Him. One 
of these was Andrew, Simon Peter’s 
brother. When he came from that home, 
he found his own brother, Simon, and 
introduced him to Jesus. 


“Come and see” is the illumination 
that God can give to a Christian. The 
thing that Andrew saw was that out 
yonder was his own blood brother on 
his way to hell, and Andrew said, “I 
want to get my brother saved.” 


Friend, if you have no compassion 
for souls, then you haven’t lived where 
Jesus lives. The most appalling thing 
in the world to me is how Christians can 
love anything more than seeing people 
saved and how hundreds and hundreds 
of Christians will not lift one little 
finger to get a soul saved. 


“Where do you live, Jesus?” “Come 
and see,” and immediately he went after 
the soul of his brother. 


V. Come Apart — “Separation” 


In the fifth place, Jesus said, “Come 
ye apart.” A tragedy apparently hap- 
pened in the acquaintances of the dis- 
ciples. 


John the Baptist was in prison. He 
spoke out in condemnation of sin. He 
had love in his heart, but he was not a 
panty-waist. He said to a man one day, 
“You are living in sin,” and a wicked 
woman said, “I want his head.” 








I will tell you that you have trouble 
on your hands if you ever get a man 
wanting to cut your head off. but you 
pray that you will never get a woman 
wanting to cut it off. 


She said, “I want his head.” “But 
wait a minute, Mrs. Herod; he is a 
preacher. He was just preaching the 
truth.” 


“T don’t care; I want his head. I want 
to see the head of John the Baptist put 
on a charger. I want his head.” She 
got it. 


Old Herod sent the executioners to 
the cell where they had John the Baptist, 
God’s servant, in prison, cut off his 
head and brought it into the great ban- 
quet hall where the dance was and said, 
“Here is his head.” 


The disciples heard it and came run- 
ning to Jesus and asked, “Jesus, have 
you heard that John the Baptist has 
been executed?” As calmly and quietly 
as the Son of God could speak, He said, 


“Come ye apart and rest awhile.” 


Let’s get out in the desert where there 
is nobody but us and God; let’s tell God 
all that is in our hearts; let’s commune 
with Him. “Come ye apart and _ rest 
awhile.” This is the call to separation. 


My friends, never in my life in twen- 
ty-three years of being in the work of 
God have I done more thinking and 
praying on the matter of separation 
than right now. If we cannot have a 
separated church, people who live in 
victory over the world and live a separ- 
— God help us to have no church 
at all. 


I would rather not have any. I have 
told God that I would rather go back 
down yonder to the little farm in Ala- 
bama and get me an old pair of mules 
and a plow than to ever pastor a church 
and compromise my convictions on the 
matter of separation. 


If this church ever comes to the place 
where men and women who are worldly 
can be a leader in it, it is not worthy 
of the name of being called a church. 
The Bible teaches that churches are to 
have discipline in them, and we are go- 
ing to have it in this one. 


“Come ye apart” — get out of the 
world. The call of Jesus is not just to 
be saved; it is a call to separation.

Vi. Come and Dine — “Fellowship” 


In the progression of this call, we 
read in John 21 that Jesus said, “Come 
and dine.” 


The twenty-first chapter of John gives 
us a post-resurrection scene. Jesus had 
died, risen from the grave, and the 
Scripture says that this was the third 
time He had appeared to His disciples. 


He found them fishing. They were 
fishing without the Spirit’s direction. 
They had caught absolutely nothing. Je- 
sus gave them directions and they 
caught 153 great fish. 


Jesus in His resurrection body, hav- 
ing arisen from the grave, stood on the 
shore, looked out to the disciples with 
153 fish and said, “Bring them to land.” 
They brought them to land; Jesus took 
a piece of fish, put it upon the coals of 
fire already built, and said, “Come and 
dine.” 

He broke the fish and broke the bread 
and served the disciples around the fire. 
They fellowshipped with the living Je- 
sus. 

My friends, that is something I think 
is missing in the life of many a Chris- 
tian — fellowship with the risen Lord, 
a Lord you talk to, a Lord that you feel 
you are in the company of all the time 
and never out of His presence. “Come 
and dine” — let’s fellowship together. 


Vil. Come and Take the Cross — 
“Suffering”’ 


In Mark 10:21 there is the call to take 
up the cross, the call to suffering. Je- 
sus said, “Come, take up the cross, and 
follow me.” 


Here is the seven-fold call of Jesus. 
How far have you responded to that 
call? I do not know whether the thing I 
am about to tell you is absolutely true 
or not, and I would not tell it as a true 
story. I think that it is true because I 
heard it told by some very sincere, hon- 
est preachers a time or two. 


It is the story of a girl, and it took 
place in the city of Chicago. She was a 
girl of real ability, an accomplished 
musician. 

Her parents had no interest in her 
soul. They never took her to the house 
of God or prayer meeting, but they cul- 
tivated her musical ability. They want- 
ed her to be the most accomplished mu- 
sician of all the city, and so they spent 
much money, time and effort for the de- 
velopment of her musical talent. 


One night that girl passed a little 
mission in Chicago, and she heard the 
kind of music she had never heard be- 
fore. She heard a group singing, “Just 
as I am without one plea, but that thy 
blood was shed for me, O Lamb of God, 


I come to thee.” 


She had never heard it before. She 








slipped through the door and sat at the 
back. In a while the preacher began 
to call for people who didn’t have Jesus 
as a Friend and Saviour to come and 
acknowledge Him. 


Under the influence of that strange, 
mysterious, wonderful power of the 
Spirit of God, she arose to find Jesus 
as the satisfaction for that new hunger 
in her heart. She came down to the 
front and was saved. 


As soon as the service was over, she 
went rushing home and sat down with 
her mother and father and said, “The 
most wonderful thing happened tonight. 
I went into a little stone building that 
they call a mission where they were 
having a service tonight. I heard about 
Jesus, how He loved me and died for 
me and wanted to save me and have me 
follow Him. I have been saved tonight.” 


A frown and a cloud came over the 
faces of her mother and father as they 
said to her, “To be a Christian would 
interfere with your career. We are not 
interested in that. Get that out of your 
mind.” 


“Oh no,” she said, “I have had such 
peace and joy in the last few minutes 
that I could never part with it.” 


Twenty-four hours went by, and it is 
said that the next night the angered fa- 
ther said to the girl, “If you are going 
to be a Christian, you are not going to 
be one here. We have given our best 
to the development of your musical tal- 
ent; and if you are going to be saved, 
you leave this home.” 


It is said that the little teen-age girl 
went up the stairs to her bedroom with 
tears streaming down her face. In a 
few minutes, with her belongings in her 
suitcase, she came down to the living 
room, put her arms around her mother 
and kissed her good-bye. 


She reached toward her father to tell 
him good-bye as she said, “Dad, I 
learned to play a song today, and I want 
to play it for you before I leave.” 


She sat down at the piano and began 
to play a song she had never seen until 
she took a hymn book out of that mis- 
sion. She began to play, “Jesus, I my 
cross have taken, all to leave and follow 


Thee.” 


She didn’t get very far, because her 
father dropped down on his knees and 
cried, “Oh God, have mercy on my 


soul.” She led her mother and father to 


Christ. 


My friend, if you are not willing to 
pay the price, if you are not willing to 
bear a cross, if you are not willing to 
wear the yoke of Jesus, then your loved 
ones are going to die in sin and go 
to hell. God help us to hear the call of 
God all the way out of Egypt and into 
Canaan.

Dear Friend: 


God is authentic, and we can trust 
His Word. Two references show that 
another world-wide flood will not come, 
even though it could be a possibility 
from the scientific viewpoint. But be- 
cause it is not in God’s plan, it will not 
occur. 


In Genesis 9:15, God speaking to 
Noah said: “I will remember my cove- 
nant, which is between me and you and 
every living creature of all flesh; and 
the waters shall no more become a flood 
to destroy all flesh.” 


II Peter 3:5-7 tells us ... “whereby 
the world that then was, being over- 
flowed with water, perished: But the 
heavens and the earth which are now, 
by the same word are kept in store, re- 
served unto fire against the day of judg- 
ment and perdition of ungodly men.” 


So if you believe the Word of God, 
you need not be unduly alarmed regard- 
ing the speculations of men. Peter con- 
cludes that we should be found “living 
in all holy conversation and godliness,” 
because the signs point to the soon com- 
ing of the Lord, with new heavens and 
a new earth where only the righteous 
shall dwell. 
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AY 16, 1960 had long been looked 
forward to as the world’s Red Let- 
ter Day! The Big Four heads of state 
would get together, iron out the wrinkles 
galling the irritated hide of mortal man, 
set up a basis for lasting peace —— give 
or take a few hours, days or months — 
and coexistence of two antithetical ways 
of life would be a reality. 





But alas and alack, it was not to be! 
Three hours on the Summit and all was 
over. The world reeled under the impact 
of a sledge-hammer disappointment. 
Gloom shrouded the world and out came 
the crying towels. 


Headlines screamed, “Summit Tor- 
pedoed.” It was labeled “The Debacle 
of the Century.” Thick and fast flew 
similar epitaphs over the ether waves. 


Communism had showed its hand, its 
true self and, as a result, the Utopian 
hopes of the world were squashed as a 
man would step on a beetle. Anxiety 
spread across the world with the speed 
of light. The Summit meeting was a 
failure! 


But was it? Maybe it wasn’t a fail- 
ure after all. Perhaps it was a tremen- 
dous success. Greater than Yalta, or 
Potsdam, or Teheran ... or all three 
put together. Even conceivably greater 
than Camp David. That the “spirit of 
Camp David” was more delusive than 
conclusive is now quite evident to every- 


body! 


Now, first of all, and perhaps most 
important of all, an issue should be 
made of the fact that uncounted thou- 
sands of earnest Christian people of 
many communions in many lands had 
fervently prayed about the Summit 
meeting. Not knowing for what they 
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should specifically pray, many simply 
petitioned, “Thy will be done ... on 
earth.” 


Who is going to stand up and say 
that His will was not done? That He 
did not hear these prayers? More is 
wrought by prayer than this world (or 


Mr. Khrushchev) dreams! 


It might not be far from the truth to 
affirm that, except for these prayers, the 
Paris Summit might have come to be 
acclaimed as a tremendous success while 
in reality remaining a blotch on his- 
tory’s page. 


The failure of the Summit may yet 
be seen to have been its greatest suc- 
cess. Paradoxical? Talking in riddles? 


Pertinent Questions 


What happened at the Summit may 
be no cause at all for despondency, but 
jubilation. This supposition could be 
based on the proven fact that man pro- 
poses but God disposes! 


Who dares rule out God from that 
three hour Summit, as though He might 
have been on vacation, or at best a dis- 
interested spectator on the side lines! 


Who among us can say, with proof, 
that the will of the Almighty was not 
done as regards His hidden purposes, 
His eternal counsels and with reference 
to the long range universal good of 
being? 

Who can say, with authority, that 
what happened was a debacle, a trav- 
esty ? 


- That’s how many a person must have 
regarded another three hour Summit 
meeting a couple thousand years back 
when the forces of darkness and evil ap- 
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peared to triumph gloriously when the 
best of Men was nailed to a Cross and 
held up to the derision of the world. 


The hellishness on that Summit, 
Mount Golgotha, the satanic outburst, 
was just God letting evil raise its ugly 
head in order that the universe might 
have an unforgettable demonstration by 
the master of malignant art; that sin 
might appear for what it is ... exceed. 
ing sinful. 

Could it have been so at Paris? Cer. 
tainly not to put any other man that 
breathes on a par with the Saviour, but 
if anyone was ever crucified and held up 
to universal ridicule, without actually 
being spiked to a Cross, it was the Presi- 
dent of the United States, Dwight David 
Eisenhower, during his three hours on 
the Summit in Paris. 


Many a person is asking, “Where was 
God,” and that’s what a lot of earnest 
people were asking at that other Summit 
in the faraway, bygone day. And the 
truth of the matter is, He was right 
there! Right there, “reconciling the 
world unto Himself,” through the vi- 
carious sufferings of His Son. 


What looked like, on the surface, the 
greatest conceivable tragedy, wasn’t at 
all. God was there on that Summit, 
Mount Calvary, in 30 A.D., and if He 
wasn’t present at the Summit meeting, 
A.D. 1960, there are more perplexing 
questions to be answered than if we con- 
cede He was there. 


More Questions To Ponder 


If God did not attend the Summit, 
perhaps someone will step forward and 
tell us just who it was that enabled 
President Eisenhower to maintain poise 
and calm during the hours when insults 
and diatribe were heaped upon him. 
Such a spewing forth of innuendos, but 
for Divine aid insuring self-control, 
could have precipitated catastrophic re- 
sults for the entire world! 


And who do we think inspired Mr. 
Khrushchev to hold up for all the world 
to see, to spell out for all to hear, what 
is the true spirit of Communism? What 
sane and sensible man, and he probably 
is one, would so completely pull the

himself? Certainly he had help from 
somewhere, a lot of it. 


Probably there isn’t enough money 
in all the hated capitalistic world to have 
hired Mr. Khrushchev to burlesque the 
true character of the men and the sys- 
tem he represents, a system which 
threatens to enslave the world. 


If God wasn’t at the Summit, who was 
it that played out the rope with the 
noose at the end? The best laid schemes 
of men, all men, could not have so skill- 
fully accomplished the wonders wrought 
for the enlightening of the world in so 
few hours. God must have been at the 
Summit. 


Who can estimate the incalculable 
amount of good accomplished? Why, 
Mr. Khrushchev’s few hours of diar- 
thetic harangue perhaps did more good 
throughout the world than thousands of 
hours of Voice of America broadcast- 
ing. It’s likely the classic example of 
all time of a man opening his mouth and 
putting his own two feet into it. 


What an example of the fallibility of 
the “strong man” of the Kremlin ... 
and of the communist world. Lacking 
even the power to exercise self control 

. self restraint! By anybody’s stan- 


dard. 


Dare we hold to the morbid idea, for 
one moment, that what affected so very 
drastically the good or ill of God’s world 
... as represented by Messrs. Eisenhow- 
er, MacMillan, DeGaulle and Khrush- 
chev ... could possibly have escaped 
His notice? 


Benjamin Franklin, at the Constitu- 
tional Convention in Philadelphia said: 
“The longer I live, the more convincing 
proof I see that God governs in the af- 
fairs of men.” 


Impelled by that conviction, he made 
a motion that called for daily prayer un- 
til Divine aid was given in the formula- 
tion of what Gladstone called, “the 
greatest document ever struck off by 
human hand,” the Constitution of the 
United States. 


Franklin reasoned that the God who 
watches over sparrows could not but be 
mightily interested in the founding of a 
Nation. We can reasonably assume this 


is true to the international affairs of our | 


time. It is difficult to conceive God ab- 
sent from the Summit. 


A Communist In Action 


Some hold the view that to have held 
the Summit in the first place was a great 
mistake. Mistake or no, we ‘need to 
remind ourselves that, without the oc- 
casion it presented, the world would be 
without the vituperative exhibition of 
hate, intolerance and ferocity which the 
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world probably needed. This outburst 
could have been, in the providence of 
God, a necessity for the world. 


The image on all minds, drawn by 
Mr. Khrushchev, of Communism seizing 
President Eisenhower by the heels and 
beating his head against a wall, as an 
infuriated man might take a cat by the 
tail and dash its brains out, should be 
indelibly stamped there. 


This is a prophecy of what would 
happen to all the rest who might refuse 
to knuckle down, should the Commu- 
nist dream ever become a reality. 


The Summit, therefore, was eminently 
successful in bringing this to our united 
attention by the chiefest of spokesmen. 
Having accomplished this, the Summit 
could hardly be classified as a flop, a 
debacle. Even if it did not perform the 
well-intentioned original objectives, it 
was monumentally successful in others. 


With all deference, Mr. Khrushchev 
might be asked, “Who takes who by the 
tail and beats his head against the 
wall?” 


The Two Davids 


This big talk is reminiscent of that 
of another iron curtain character step- 
ping from the pages of sacred history. 
And speaking of an “iron curtain,” he 
was wrapped up in one being covered 
from top to toe with an iron coat of 
mail. His name was Goliath. 


The countryside rattled with his brag- 
gadocio. “I will give your flesh to the 
birds,” he shouted to his opponent. And 
he fully intended to. He carried a spear 
as big as a wagon tongue. The head on 
it weighed twenty-five pounds. 


The parallelisms are positively re- 
markable, for the intended victim was 
to have also been a “David.” The an- 
cient counterpart of Dwight David Eis- 
enhower. 


Midst the barrage of slanders and 
insults, David the shepherd didn’t lose 
his head. Goliath did! Quietly and con- 
fidently he stood his ground. 


With trust in God to justify His own 
cause, a simple smooth stone, hurled 
from a sling, was applied between the 
joints of the harness, right between his 
eyes. It was the only exposed part of 
the giant’s “iron curtained anatomy,” 
the only vulnerable spot. He fell stun- 
ned, his head was cut off with his own 
sword and confusion and consternation 
reigned in his realm. What looked like 
disaster for David and his people prov- 
ed quite the opposite. 


The meeting of two, at the Summit, 
afforded an excellent opportunity to see 
just who would bite the dust ... the 
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godless braggart, wrapped in an iron 
curtain, or a confident man of faith. 


Call it a failure if you must, but from 
most any angle viewed, the Summit just 
as it was could turn out to be a godsend 
for the world ... a hilarious success 

. an eye opener, a new lease on life 
for the nations ... in that what happen- 
ed there, accidental or otherwise, was 
certainly not according to the Commu- 
nist rule book and timetable. 


Communism’‘s Calendar 


According to Manuilsky (the same 
Dimitry Z. Manuilsky who presided 
over the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil in 1949), next year (1961), at the 
latest, was the date for the world coup. 


In 1931 he lectured the Lenin School 
of Political Warfare. On that occasion 
he declared Communism’s calculated 
calendar, which at the Summit Mr. 
Khrushchev must have mussed up like 
a bull does a china shop. 


He said: “War to the hilt between 
Communism and Capitalism is inevita- 
ble.” (Coexistence being a term of ex- 
pedience.) “Today, in 1931, we are 
not strong enough to attack. Our time 
will come in twenty or thirty years. To 
win we shall need the element of sur- 
prise. The Bourgeouisie will have to be 
put to sleep.” (Think how Mr. Khrush- 


chev woke us up!) 


“So we shall begin by launching the 
most spectacular peace movement” (who 
asked for the Summit) “on record. The 
Capitalistic countries, stupid and de- 
cadent, will rejoice to cooperate to their 
own destruction. They will leap at an- 
other chance to be friends. As soon as 
their guard is down, we will smash 
them with our clenched fist!” A la 
Goliath! A la Khrushchev! 


Now, but for the crudeness of Mr. 
Khrushchev in alerting the world, the 
Communists’ basic plan could have elud- 
ed us in this age of all sweetness and 
light. Nineteen hundred sixty-one, next 
year, was the ultimate year for the fin- 
ishing stroke, the smashing by the 
clenched fist on the heels of Commu- 
nism’s unprecedented peace overtures. 


Who can say it was not God who in- 
duced Mr. Khrushchev to sabotage the 
schedule, and in so doing wake us up, 
in his vitriolic attack on President Ei- 
senhower? If Mr. Khrushchev said or 
did anything to lull us to sleep in pre- 
paration for the coup d’ grace, nobody 
was aware of it. 


Let it be said again, all this could 
conceivably be interpreted as the good- 
ness of God in alerting us. Unknown to 
himself, of course, the Soviet Chairman 
could have been the instrument of 
God to disturb our day dreams, and for 
this we can be thankful. If the coup d’ 





grace is administered, at least we won't 
be walking in a daze down a primrose 
path on the arm of the executioner. 


No, it is not unthinkable Mr. Khrush. 
chev did the world a great service, un. 
wittingly, giving America and other 
non-communist nations another glorious 
chance to firm up their defences and to 
discover and apply the right solution 
to the turbulency of the times. 


Many, who did not know before, at 
least know now that Communism is not 
that solution, except as the guillotine is 
a toothache remedy. 


Our Next Move 


But where do we go from here? 
Where does all this lead? If God did 
attend the Summit, and if Mr. Khrush- 
chev was prodded by God to toss a 
monkey wrench into his own machinery, 
how shall it all be interpreted? What is 
the next move? 


We can be sure, whatever else the 
answer to the question might include, it 
cannot possibly exclude the timeless, 
world-embracing commission issued by 
Christ at the close of the final Summit 
meet with His disciples on the Mount of 
Olives. Included are His orders to evan- 
gelize the world! 


He said, “All power is given unto me 
in heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore 
and teach all nations ... to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 

. and lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.” 


Teaching men of all nations to ob- 
serve what Christ commanded ... well, 
if this is not the answer to the complex- 
ities of the world, there just isn’t any 
answer! Somewhere within the scope of 
all that is comprehended in this com- 
monly-referred-to “Great Commission” 
lies the hope of the world. 


So, for the Christian individual, or 
church ... whether within a nominally 
Christian nation or the professedly athe- 
istic, Communist nation ... there seems 
but one course to pursue to be infallibly 
safe. It is diligent, wholehearted obe- 
dience in the face of all obstacles to the 
marching orders, “Teach all nations 
whatsoever I have commanded you ... 
make disciples of all nations ... preach 
the Gospel to every creature.” 


This is the “light that shineth in dark- 


-ness, and the darkness has never over- 


powered it.” 


If it took the failure of a contempo- 
rary Summit meeting to give impetus 
to the nearly forgotten issues of that 
other in the long ago, so be it. In any 
case, there are certainly evidences to 
warrant the supposition that, concerning 
the Summit meeting of 1960, God was 
there! 
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A Noted Pastor’s Son Takes A Nostalgic View Of The Past 


THE TABERNACLE ERA

MY FATHER MINISTERED through 

the Tabernacle Era in America. He 
founded and pastored a huge work in 
Toronto, Canada. However, this was 
just one of a great network of similar 
places that stretch from Canada to Flor- 
ida and from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
coasts in North America. 


I was reared in those days and re- 
member them quite vividly. The Alli- 
ance Tabernacle in Toronto, which my 
father built and where I spent my early 
boyhood days, was typical. It grew out 
of a great evangelistic campaign that 
drew unprecedented crowds in the city 
and stirred up a great deal of newspaper 
publicity. 


My father, Dr. Oswald J. Smith, had 
been one of the organizing directors of 
the campaign and pastor of a struggling 
little local Christian and Missionary Al- 
liance Church. 


He capitalized on the momentum of 
the crusade by immediately erecting a 
tent, larger than Toronto had ever seen, 
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for religious meetings. For six months 
without a break — Sunday through Sun- 
day — he promoted a daily series of 
evangelistic campaigns. 


The crowds continued to come. There 
was so much interest that when the first 
newspaper advertisement indicated that 
the tent was erected but there were no 
seats, the people brought their own 
kitchen chairs and literally furnished an 
entire “Canvas Cathedral” without 
spending a cent. This was typical 
throughout the country. 


Sensationalism, originality, and un- 
flagging zeal were combined with an un- 
usually deep spiritual program to set 
in motion an evangelistic movement that 
held aloft the Christian flag when it was 
in danger of being smeared hopelessly 
in the mud of modernism. 


My father often reminisces about 
those days and has admitted that some- 
times the evangelists were quite medi- 
ocre and the music, in the beginning, 
was completely unprofessional. 


None of the musicians received any 
honorarium. The pianists and song 
leaders were usually business men who 
considered this an outlet for their Chris- 
tian service. 


When the famous Cleveland Colored 
Quintette came to Toronto the first time, 
they were all still in business in Cleve- 
land and simply took leave of absence 
long enough for the Toronto Campaign. 
They worked for twenty-five dollars a 
week and slept on cots erected in the 
meeting place. But the crowds came 


and many souls were saved. 
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Permanent Structures 


The next step was from the tent to 
some kind of permanent structure. A 
regular church edifice would never have 
sufficed. There were already hundreds 
of church buildings in Toronto — most 
of them empty and dead, caught in the 
strangle hold of a form of modernism 
that is seldom seen today. 


There was no thought of Sunday 
School space or educational facilities. 
The main thing was to produce the 
cheapest kind of building that would ac- 
commodate the most people. A barn 
constructed of wood served this purpose. 


There was no real design to the Alli- 
ance Tabernacle in Toronto. It looked 
like an indoor skating rink or stadium 
with benches packed as closely together 
as possible. 


In many cities the sawdust floor of 
the tents was brought right into the new 
religious barn and, in some cases, it was 
years before a proper floor was laid. 


The building in Toronto seated over 
2,500 people and cost only $40,000. I 
can still remember the crowds that used 
to come. 


Those were the days when people 
would pour off the street car like sheep 
out of a truck. By six o’clock every 
Sunday night they would run all the 
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way from the street car line to the Tab- 
ernacle — two full city blocks — to 
assure having a seat. 


This was true on week nights as well. 
Sometimes there would be as many as 
a thousand people on the outside look- 
ing through the open windows and hop- 
ing in vain to get in. 


The choir, ushers, and_ personal 
workers came every evening without 
fail. I do not know how they managed 
it, but they came. The unpaid song 
leader never missed a service. 


The book stand was always open on 
week days and thousands of volumes 
were sold, carrying a steady flow of 
Gospel literature and Bible teaching 
into multitudes of homes. 


The same thing happened in other 
big cities. My father did a considerable 
amount of evangelistic work in those 
days, as he does today, but most of the 
places where he ministered were taber- 
nacles similar to his own in Toronto 
— great, sprawling, growing centers of 
evangelism that had caught the ear of a 
public that had been lulled to sleep by 
a lifeless form of denominationalism 
and churchianity. 


Soldiers Of The Cross 


I remember some of the places and 
names. W. T. Watson had one in St. 
Petersburg, Florida. His was so big 
that he was able to attract such men as 
Gypsy Smith, Billy Sunday, W. B. Riley, 
Gerald B. Winrod, Paul Rood, and 
countless other great Soldiers of the 
Cross. 


George Ziemer spearheaded an ag- 
gressive work in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 
There was John Minder in Tampa, Ting- 
ley in Birmingham, Churchill in Buf- 
falo, Cadel in Indianapolis, Rediger in 
Fort Wayne, Williams in Minneapolis, 
David in Atlanta, Berg in Miami, Rich- 
ey in Houston, Fitch in Ottawa, Swain 
in Nashville, Springer in Englewood ... 
and scores of others. 


All of them drew huge crowds, ran 
a continual series of evangelistic cam- 
paigns, and saw hundreds of souls sav- 
ed. Perhaps an aggregate of the spiri- 
tual decisions made from coast to coast 
in the tabernacles would leave modern 
evangelism far in the background. 


Such a list could never be completed 
without the name of Paul Rader and 
the Chicago Gospel Tabernacle. Rader 
built a barn in the roaring center of the 
Gateway to the West that could accom- 
modate five thousand people. 


He invited evangelists from all over 
the world to share his pulpit, but al- 
ways drew larger crowds when he 
preached himself than his guests could 
ever attract. My father was a speaker in 
nearly all of the great tabernacles, and 








probably more often in Chicago than 
any of the others. 


A few of the tabernacle works were 
of the type described by Sinclair Lewis 
in “Elmer Gantry.” Unfortunately, ev- 
ery time the secular press or the criti- 
cal novelist describes a church that is 
not associated with one of the major 
denominations, they delight in choosing 
these lurid examples of an extremely 
fleshly form of tabernacle work. 


There were (and still are) some of 
these, and we all regret it, but most of 
the places I remember were no differ. 
ent from the denominations as far as 
creed and doctrine were concerned. 
They differed in that they preached 
their doctrine instead of leaving it 
buried in a book. 


They were well established works, 
standing for the conversion of souls, 
the edification of believers and world- 
wide evangelism, emphasizing the four 
great essentials — salvation, the deep- 
er life, foreign missions, and the Lord’s 
return. 


War On Modernism 


This era lasted from the end of World 
War I until the beginning of World 
War II, and there was a reason for it. 
2 older generation can remember it 
well. 


Modernism — an extreme deity-deny- 
ing form of modernism and higher cri- 
ticism — had come over from Europe 
and had a spiritual strangle hold on 
most of the seminaries and hence the 
churches. Social reform and universal 
brotherhood had driven the spiritual 
message of regeneration out of the pul- 
pits and classrooms. 


The fires of evangelism were little 
more than embers compared to the 
Moody days. The people in these 
churches who had a hunger for spiritual 
things were being starved, and when an 
advertisement appeared in any city 
newspaper announcing an evangelistic 
effort in a tent or a theater or a taber- 
nacle, there was a group of spiritually 
minded people in every church who 
flocked to the colors. 


Many of them would maintain their 
own church membership, probably with 
the hope that all was not lost and even- 
tually the Gospel would be preached 
again in their church, but in many in- 
stances they would pull out and throw 
in their lot with the tabernacles. 


Today the Tabernacle Era is over. 
There has been a transition from Tab- 
ernacle Evangelism to Church Evangel- 
ism. 

Some of the Tabernacle men have 
been able to make the transition, but 
many have fallen by the wayside, de 
feated remnants of a new order. 
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It would be a form of family pride 
for me to say that my own father had 
some sort of religious genius. On the 
other hand, it would be a false humility 
to disparage his ability. 


Any man who founds, builds, and 
maintains a world-renowned church 
certainly possesses some Divine gift that 
the rank and file do not have. In fath- 
er’s case, I have always thought that one 
of his greatest gifts has been the ability 
to weather the storm of change. 


Almost without losing a step in the 
march, the Gospel Tabernacle became 
the Peoples Church. 


The tent is gone, the Tabernacle is 
now a factory, the sawdust has been 
swept up, and the musicians receive 
small honorariums, but the main spiri- 
tual thrust of the work has continued 
unabated in the form of a consolidated, 
well-organized, evangelistic church pro- 
gram. 


The New Order 


Some of the tabernacles never man- 
aged to make the transition. Very often 
they disintegrated when their founders 
passed off the scene and in other cases 
they struggled on, a mere ghost of their 
former magnitude. 


There are a few left standing today, 
but they seldom are filled. More often 
they minister to a handful of people 
huddled in the front rows of a huge 
barnlike structure. 


They have been reduced in seating 
capacity by the addition of partitions, 
Sunday School rooms, office space, and 
spread out opera seats that require 
equal floor space but seat only a frac- 
tion as many people as the old benches. 


I have often asked my father why he 
was so fortunate, and without any trace 
of doubt, he always declares that the 
missionary vision of the church saved 
the day. 


Early in the history of the work in 
Toronto, in addition to the continual 
stream of local campaigns, the people 
were trained to send their money to 
the foreign mission field. The task of 
world evangelization grew until it be- 
came the dominating factor, the brilliant 
beacon light, the vision without which 
any work — church or tabernacle — is 
doomed. 


The reason for the tabernacle-church 
transition is complex. Modernism to- 
day is not what it was a generation ago. 
Every theological student knows that the 
last ten years have seen a marked swing 
of the theological pendulum toward a 
more conservative evangelical direction. 
The swing is not as complete as we 
might wish, but it is a real thing, which 
has changed the entire picture. 
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We are seeing evangelistic efforts in 
the most unexpected places coming from 
sources that are surprising, to say the 
least. 


Very few large denominations do not 
have an aggressive department of evan- 
gelism today. Instead of one central 
tabernacle being the only evangelical 
light, churches of all kinds are spon- 
soring their own campaigns. 


I can remember when my father led 
the only really aggressive evangelistic 
program in Toronto. Today I can open 
my newspaper to the church page and 
see five or ten crusades in different 
churches. 


Despite the tremendous crowds that 
used to run for seats in the Toronto 
Tabernacle days, undoubtedly there are 
more people hearing the Gospel in this 
city today than ever before. 


Cooperative Evangelism 


This is the situation that Billy Gra- 
ham has taken advantage of. Fifteen 
years ago he would have held a city- 
wide campaign in many metropolitan 
areas, but it would have been sponsored 
by one large evangelistic center, not rep- 
resenting the church life of those cities. 


These are the sort of meetings that 
most of the evangelists — my father in- 
cluded — of those days conducted. 


It was easy for them to work only 
with fundamentalists because the church- 
es did not want evangelism. They were 
trying a Social Gospel approach. The 
campaigns were not really Union in any 
sense of the word. They were city-wide, 
and there is a vast difference. 


Since the war we have lived to see the 
unprecedented opportunity presented by 
a church that has tried the New Gospel 
and has been disappointed, and by a 
group of scholars who are confronted 
with archaeological discoveries that 
have proved many of their pet theories 
about the Bible to be erroneous. 


The churches are far from having 
all of their problems solved, but at 
least they are willing to give a man such 
as Graham an opportunity to preach 
the Gospel of the Bible. This is a mira- 
culous move in the right direction and 
God’s answer to the prayers of men like 
my father, who fought their way in the 
tabernacles through an era when the or- 
ganized Christian church wanted noth- 
ing to do with evangelism. 


Thank God for the great, glorious, 
enthusiastic, bench-packed, sawdust 
strewn, soul-saving Tabernacle Era, and 
thank God for this church-centered, 
well-organized, denominationally-back- 
ed, soul-saving period of Church Evan- 
gelism.

Upon concluding this most satisfying and pleasant inter- 
view, we turned the volume over to our Review Editor 
for an appraisal. 


In our opinion, this unique, candid, factual polemic 
could be a basis upon which all forces laboring for the 
relief of suffering humanity might join in a united front 
against a common and powerful enemy which dogs the 
steps and ruins the life and work of every man or woman 
who opens new avenues of cancer research.

Mr. Natenberg gives a detailed account of witnesses, 
including himself, who were called before the Committee, 
and at least intimates that considerable prejudice entered 
the picture. He was not given time to introduce some of 
his findings. 


He concludes the chapter by saying that “every dis- 
coverer of a cancer remedy has encountered a Chinese 
wall of resistance,” which has been the same in every 
page of recorded cancer history, and that the myth that 
the discoverer of a cancer cure would be “honored, ac- 
claimed, and practically deified as a saviour of the human 
race,” should be changed to “dishonored, denounced and 
crucified, unless he is a fair haired boy of the dominating 
oligarchy.” 


Birth Of The Blackout 


To demonstrate the meaning of this statement, he turns 
in the history of cancer to a meeting of two celebrated 
London surgeons, which took place on January 5, 1764 
... Mr. Richard Guy and Mr. Thomas Gataker, surgeon 
to the royal family and to the St. George Hospital. 


Their confidential talk on methods of treating cancer 
closed with decided coolness. Mr. Guy immediately wrote 
a fascinating, detailed account of the quarrel. 


It appears that he had bought a formula which had 
been the secret of one family for over a century, and had 
been using it effectively to the exclusion of surgery. This 
was most humanitarian, since neither anesthesia, asepsis, 
nor antiseptics were known, and surgery, with its acute 
suffering and after infections, was most dreadful. De- 
scriptions of medical treatments then in vogue are hor- 
rible and nauseating. 


But the most interesting facet of the controversy is the 
pattern set for the future ... accusation of theft of se- 
cret formulas, contumely, derision, character assassina- 
tion, and deliberate suppression of known cures. Every 
cancer feud in the two centuries since that of Guy and 
Gataker has followed essentially the same pattern. 


Cancer In The Nineteenth Century 


Cancer was not prevalent before the modern era. Con- 
ditions of life, poor sanitation, and infectious diseases 
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combined to make a low life expectancy, 
and cancer had little chance to develop. 
It is also believed by some that infec- 
tious diseases with their attendant fevers 
provide immunity from cancer, since 
with their decline the cancer rate has 
increased. 


In 1802 the Society for Investigating 
the Nature and Cause of Cancer was or- 
ganized in London. While it did not live 
long, contemporary organizations still 
follow its basic approach. The theory 
of cancer as a disease of the cells devel- 
oped in the middle of the century. The 
era of research, however, did not open 
until the beginning of the twentieth cen- 
tury, although some study of tumors 
was made earlier. Injury, irritation and 
infection were thought to be causes of 
the disease. 


During the nineteenth century a few 
physicians developed remedies which 
were purported to cure cancer without 
surgery. These were based on diet and 
salves, and many testimonials of cures 
were given each. Among these men are 
the great English surgeon and teacher, 
John Abernethy, Dr. William Lambe of 





London, and Dr. T. T. Blake of New 
York. The latter published a pamphlet 
in 1858, “Cancers Cured Without the 
Use of the Knife.” He said, “Any treat- 
ment of disease that claims to be in ad- 
vance of what is known to the profes- 
sion, however clearly based on scientific 
principles or uniformly commended by 
its power to heal, is sure to meet with 
opposition.” 


Dr. J. Weldon Fell, from a family of 
noted physicians and professional men, 
was a co-founder of the New York Aca- 
demy of Medicine, and a faculty mem- 
ber of the University of New York. Be- 
cause of his cancer practice a sinister 
cloud enveloped his career and caused 
him to move to London. There he was 
received courteously by medical men 
and hospitals. 


He published a text on cancer in 
which was given in detail the formula 
of his remedy, with instructions as to 
its use. Yet, in spite of this, his remedy 
fell into disuse. A Dr. Pattison of Lon- 
don published a similar pamphlet in the 
same year, which was not accepted, be- 
cause, said they, “he was not curing 
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cancer but only diseases which simulat- 
ed it.” 


The Deficiency Approach 


At the beginning of the twentieth cen- 
tury the X-ray and radium were discov- 
ered. About the same time a young and 
brilliant London physician, F. W. 
Forbes Ross, began his career. He was 
independent in thought, skeptical and 
witty, and wrote a book on “Cancer; Its 
Genesis and Treatment.” 


He had quickly lost faith in orthodox 
cancer remedies, including radium and 
X-ray, and started his research in can- 
cer from the beginning. He arrived at 
the theory that it is caused by a deficien- 
cy of some vital biochemical element 
and identified potassium salts as the 
missing one. 


Mr. Natenberg reports: “He insisted 
that these salts were increasingly being 
processed out of foods; that there was 
deficiency in foods because the soil was 
being depleted of essential minerals; 
and that in cooking vegetables and 
meats, even more of these precious salts 
were lost. As a result, food ingested 
was seriously deficient in needed ele- 
ments .. 


“The Ross therapy was aimed at cor- 
recting the general well-being of the 
cancer patient ... by improving the die- 
tary intake ... None of his ideas and 
principles has become obsolete. The 
degeneration of processed foods and the 
addition of carcinogenic chemical pre- 
servatives and adulterants is greater 
today than it was fifty years ago. Can- 
cer is also more prevalent, consistent- 
ly confirming the correctness of the 
Ross approach. 


“It is significant that practically ev- 
ery cancer therapist who abandoned sur- 
gery and irradiation recognized the cur- 
ative value of proper diet. It is also 
true that the ‘official school’ regarded 
such thinking with deeper and deeper 
aversion. To stress the nutritional ap- 
proach to cancer eventually became the 
surest way to become branded as a 
quack. Dr. Ross suffered some of that 
anathema, although he was a mild here- 
tic, as heretics in diet go.” His career 
was terminated abruptly by his death 
at the age of forty-six. 


Dr. Robert Bell, also of London, is 
another example of the treatment ac- 
corded the independent thinker. He was 
a man of great integrity, supreme skill 
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and high standing in medicine. Yet his 
“career affirms the evidence that the fate 
of the cancer heretic, regardless of his 
qualifications and past achievements, 
whether he be the recipient of high med- 
ical honors or without medical qualifi- 
cations of any kind, is equally unpleas- 
ant. The inevitable results have been 
accusations of quackery, followed by 
ostracism.” 


In the United States Dr. Bell’s warm 
friend, Dr. Lucius Duncan Bulkley, also 
had made distinguished contributions to 
medicine during a long and honorable 
career. He was strongly opposed to 
surgery in cancer, and advocated diet in 
treatment. This opposition led to the 
same results. 


In summing up his work the author 
says: “Dr. Bulkley died in 1928. He 
left a monument to his distinguished 
career in a treasure of sage, honest and 
penetrating observations. His nutrition- 
al approach to the cure of cancer and 
his opposition to surgery, biopsies and 
pure animal experimentation appear to 
be as valid as ever and deserve renewed 
interest in the light of current trends.” 


Dr. Charles O. Ozias, of Nevada, 
Missouri, became famous for his cancer 
cures around the turn of the century. 
He built his own hospital in Kansas 
City, and in 1922 offered to disclose the 
results of his treatment to the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, provided these 
results were published in the official 
AMA journals. 


One hundred patients were to be treat- 
ed free of charge to secure proof of the 
efficacy of his method. The offer was 
not accepted, but persecution began, 
which bankrupted him and put him out 
of his hospital. He retired, embittered, 
to his home and his formula may have 
died with him. 


Toxins, Serums, Hormones 


Dr. W. B. Coley of New York em- 
ployed fever incitants in 1891 with a de- 
gree of success in the treatment of can- 
cer. Although his work was not as bit- 
terly opposed as were many others, nei- 
ther did he receive encouragement. His 
theory that the disease is caused by 
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a microbe or virus was strongly sup- 
ported by clinical evidence. Research in 
this medium is continued today by the 
New York Cancer Institute. 


Great controversy developed in the 
1930’s over the Coffey-Humber extract, 
which was derived from the adrenal cor- 
tex of sheep. This remedy had liberal 
financial backing and was endorsed by 
influential interests, for Dr. Walter B. 
Coffey was chief surgeon and Director 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Hospi- 
tal in San Francisco from 1926 to 1938. 
He died six years later. His work was 
opposed before his death by powerful 
interests, ignored and rejected without 
a fair clinical and scientific test. 


Says Mr. Natenberg: “Regardless of 
its merits, the remedy was never scien- 
tifically investigated by its opponents 
... Even a negative finding based on 
sound scientific evidence would be val- 
uable as a safeguard against similar ex- 
periments in the future. Whether or 
not the Coffey-Humber extract had al- 
leviative powers, or at least was helpful 





in relieving pain and eliminating the 
need for narcotics, is still a mystery.” 


Dr. Thomas J. Glover of Toronto 
made research into the virus theory of 
cancer, and developed a serum from 
the blood of horses. The opposition 
stated that cancer is not caused by a vi- 
rus, and the battle was on. Associated 
with others, he continued research but 
their impressive results have never been 
recognized, in spite of the fact that the 
work appears to have been a great scien- 
tific achievement. 


Koch And Glyoxylide 

The author states, “In the battles over 
cancer, the war that raged against Dr. 
William Frederick Koch is an epic in 
ruthless ferocity ... His background is 
hardly that of a charlatan.” 


He possesses three degrees from the 
University of Michigan and an M.D. 
from Detroit College of Medicine. He 
was professor in Detroit Medical Col- 
lege and taught several years at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. He was highly 
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lauded by the Journal of the American 
Medical Association in 1913 for his 
work in endocrinology, and six years 
later branded as a faker by the same 
Journal. The moment he claimed to 
have found a help for cancer he became 
a marked man. 


“He believed that germs also produce 
toxins which are incompletely removed, 
thus subscribing in part to the virus 
theory of cancer and leading quite nat- 
urally to his belief that the solution to 
the cancer problem lay in securing more 
active catalysts to stimulate the body’s 
capacity to oxidize toxins ... 


“According to Koch, his preparation 
starts a chain reaction in which toxins 
are converted into antitoxins by the ad- 
dition of molecules which alter their 
composition. It was also his belief that 
the cancer germ or virus becomes viru- 
lent when poisoned by the toxins in the 
system. 


“This highly ingenious reasoning, al- 
though based on authentic physiology 
and chemistry, appears a bit too magi- 
cal ... However, opponents to his theo- 
ry have formulated no scientific argu- 
ments to refute it. Without any inves- 
tigation, they have always been peremp- 
torily dismissed as nonsense.” 


And so, “The career of William Koch, 
who now lives in Brazil, is indeed a 
tragedy. If his theories are scientific- 
ally unsound, they can be scientifically 
demolished. If his clinical claims are 
false, a fair test would disprove them. 
Instead, he was driven out of practice 
by the concerted and relentless prose- 
cution of medical societies and govern- 
ment bodies. 


“The Koch case proves once again 
that no scientific standards for testing 
cancer exist and that the fate of an inde- 
pendent cancer therapist, regardless of 
his scientific training and qualifica- 
tions, is inevitably the same. The com- 
petent and incompetent alike, the quack 
and the dedicated healer, the fraudulent 
and the genuine are damned equally, 
without the slightest attempt to award 
them a fair hearing.” 


The Hoxsey Saga 


Harry M. Hoxsey has waged a life- 
and-death struggle with the American 
Medical Association for almost forty 
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years. Mr. Natenberg says: “He has 
been fined, jailed, and prosecuted more 
times than any other man in the history 
of cancer. He has fought back tooth 
and nail; matched his cunning and 
ruthless opponents with equal cunning, 
craft, and resourcefulness; and used ev- 
ery influence and force he could muster 
in his dog-eat-dog struggle.”

Mr. Naten- 
berg was not impressed with the per- 
sonality of Dr. Hoxsey as seen in a per- 
sonal interview, but feels that he should 
have had fair and scientific investiga- 
tion and proof of the value of his treat- 
ment. 


He concludes, “If the Hoxsey clinics 
eventually are closed, the last chapter 
will have been written in the most un- 
usual and fantastic story in the history 
of cancer, if not in the history of heal- 
ing.” 


Other Attempts 


Dr. John E. Gregory of Pasadena, 
California spent more than a quarter 
of a million dollars of his own money 
and invested years of his time in re- 
search to develop an antibiotic remedy 
— only to meet the usual haughty re- 
jection without fair scientific investi- 
gation. 

The Lincoln Bacteriophages were dis- 
covered by Dr. Robert E. Lincoln of 
Medford, Massachusetts. Attempting to 
use his method for the benefit of suffer- 
ing humanity, he included cancer

childish things.” (I Corinthians 13:11) 


An adult has developed an indepen- 
dent judgment on matters of common 
knowledge.

The unique characteristic of a child 
is that he has no real judgment of his 
own.

A child readily adjusts his thought 
life, his life of speech and of action, 
to that of those whom he holds in honor. 
He is a born imitator. 


His attitude toward those whom he 
trusts is that of a follower. As the cha- 
meleon takes on the color of his physi- 
cal environment, so the child takes on 
the hues of his religious and moral en- 
vironment. 


A true story: “When we go dead, then 
we are going to live again. That makes 
us glad.” Thus spoke four year old 
Johnnie. 


“When we die, that’s the end of us,’ 
said a girl, nicknamed “Johnnie,” who 
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is ten years old. These two Johnnies 
belong to the same Christian communi- 
ty. And yet how different! 


The ten year old Johnnie — as was 
the case with the younger child — did 
not give expression to views which 
originated with her personally. She 
voiced the religion of her immediate sur- 
roundings. 


The ten year old had been exposed to 
non-Christian influence.

As a natural 
reflex, the language of the world flowed 
from her lips. 


Lacking mental integration, a child 
possesses ideas, attitudes, convictions 
and viewpoints which are really not his 
own.

Because of 
his passivity and docility, he is very 
teachable.

ing selfhood and being imitators, a 
child committed to a program of so- 
called self-expression easily becomes the 
dupe of modern socialized instruction.

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service. Before my conversion I spent 
many years as a commercial artist. 
A few years after my conversion I be- 
gan to teach Bible Synthesis (a book-by- 
book study of the Scriptures) in a fun- 
damental Bible College. 


“Drawing The Lessons” 


I soon found myself drawing the les- 
sons on the blackboard, and by this vis- 
ual method the students became more 
interested and impressed by the simple 
pictures of the continuity of the linking 
events from book to book. 


With each new class the drawings be- 
came more concise and to the point, 
eliminating the lengthy analytical stu- 
dies which would come later in their 
curriculum.

With a visual insight of dispensation- 
al truth, all the branches of theology, 
soteriology, pneumatology, and escha- 
tology dovetail harmoniously. 


I received many requests to make the 
charts in a more permanent form ... a 
visual aid that would benefit not only 
Bible School students but also the mul- 
titudes of Bible lovers who are asking 
the same perplexing questions regard- 
ing the continuity of events: “What 
comes next? Where does this fit in? 
Is this event before or after so and so?” 


The experience which first brought 
me to the knowledge of God’s saving 
grace was being blasted to the very 
brink of eternity on the battlefield in 
Belgium in World War I. 


The years of disability and discour-

Hellmut Tippenhauer—True Servant of God 
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HE VERSATILITY and originality 

of God is still a marvel to me. He 
seems to recoil from duplicates! Of the 
billions of persons who have lived since 
the day Adam was created, no two has 
ever had a complete set of fingerprints 
to match! 


Every leaf has its own distinctive 
markings, each tiny snowflake is an 
original masterpiece, and no two identi- 
cal human personalities have ever been 
found! 


The study of individuals is a fasci- 
nating pastime. We marvel at the great 
figures of history, and seek to learn the 
secret of their success, through their 
writings or biographies. Yet there is no 
substitute for personal acquaintance 
with your subject, if you want a true 
perspective of his personality. 


In recent months it had been my 
pleasure to study the letters of our 
Haitian Defender representative, Rev. 
Hellmut Tippenhauer. Although his na- 
tive tongue is French, he is most adept 
at writing in English, eloquently ex- 
pressing conditions in Haiti as seen 
through his eyes. 


On several occasions Dr. Winrod and 
I had discussed this Republic in the 
West Indies. He possessed a burden for 
the Haitian people, and was planning 
diligently toward sending the Gospel to 
as many as possible. In these conversa- 
tions it was natural that Brother Tippen- 
hauer’s name arose. 


Thus, through correspondence with 
him and by conversation with a friend 
who knew him personally, it was pos- 
sible to appraise this Haitian and his 
efforts for the Cause of Christ. But the 
picture was not complete. 
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A Missionary Tour 


So, a few weeks ago I found myself 
on a plane, headed toward the capital 
city of Port-au-Prince, Haiti. From the 
windows, many thousands of feet above, 
I gazed down on rugged hills, lush vege- 
tation, steaming jungles. 


Although only a few hours’ flight 
from Miami, Haiti is still very much 
pagan and infested with voodoo prac- 
tices. I found myself wishing it were 
possible to fly lower, to observe at first 
hand the strange sights which I knew 
would meet my eyes. 


Soon the huge bird carrying me to 
my destination spread its wings out 
over a large bay, turned and began to 
descend rapidly. 


For a brief moment I thought the pi- 
lot had lost his reasoning power, for 
water was all around us and this was 
no seaplane! My concern rapidly chang- 
ed to relief when I saw lying straight 
ahead a narrow, but comforting, single 
concrete runway. 


The wing flaps were lowering to re- 
duce speed and aid the descent. As seen 
from windows, my first close-up glimpse 
of Haiti was impressive. 


Tucked away on the hillsides were 
tiny shacks built on stilts, with ancient 
and deteriorated walls, and roofs of 
thatch. Everything appeared peaceful 
and lazy in the warm, tropical sun. 


Now we were touching ground. The 
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tires complained as they hit the rough 
runway. As we rolled forward I looked 
out into a sea of faces, all black as 
ebony. What lay ahead on this tiny Is. 
land, among these people who spoke a 
language foreign to me? 


All disembarking passengers were di- 
rected to a small room where visitor 
permits (no passports are necessary) 
and health certificates were examined, 
A distinguished-looking gentleman then 
requested an entry fee of $3.00 from 
each of us. 


From this room we stepped into a 
larger one for examination of our bag- 
gage. A very courteous government em- 
ployee went through the motions of ex- 
amining my luggage. He seemed em- 
barrassed at this necessary procedure, 
but completed the task quickly and efh- 
ciently. While he was thus occupied, I 
peered out a nearby window. 


A First Meeting 


A group of peddlers were waiting for 
the first tourist to emerge from the cus- 
toms building. Over to one side, be- 
side an old-model car, stood a man 
vigorously wiping perspiration from his 
brow. As he lowered his hand, I saw it 
was none other than my friend, Brother 
Tippenhauer! 


By this time my baggage was ready 
for me. Picking it up, I stepped out 
into the warm sunlight, and was im- 
mediately surrounded by the peddlers, 
each vociferously claiming, in broken 
English, that his product was far better 
than his competitors’. 


Escaping them, I approached my 
friend. With a beaming smile he extend- 
ed his hand in welcome. “You must be 
Brother Carney from Wichita!” 


Entering a taxi, he apologized for the 
extreme heat. As we proceeded, I al- 
lowed him to do most of the talking, 
while I observed the strange sights and 
sounds all around us. 


Port-au-Prince is a large, busy city, 
but I was impressed with its lack of 


‘transportation. There were only a few 


automobiles on the wide, uneven roads. 
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Nor were any but the main streets 


paved 

I explained to Brother Tippenhauer 
that I wished, on this initial trip, to 
familiarize myself with his work, meet 
his assistants, and bear greetings to na- 
tive Christians. This was a large or- 
der for such a short stay but, with the 
guiding hand of the Holy Spirit, the 
mission was accomplished. 


After checking in at a small but com- 
fortable hotel, we went immediately to 
a service far off the beaten path. Our 
taxi could take us only a portion of the 
way. The balance of the trip had to be 
made on foot, up a steep, rugged hill- 
side. 


As we climbed, the music of a sweet 
Gospel song drifted down. The words 
were strange ... but the melody was 
unmistakable! 


We soon arrived at the “church.” 
It was a simple structure, with poles 
at each corner and palm branches for 
a roof. There were no side walls. Wor- 
shipers were everywhere ... seated on 
chairs, stools, benches, and on the green 
grass. And there were many. 


I soon discovered that the Haitians 
are a music loving people. In fact, a 
large share of their service is devoted 
to singing praises to God. 


There were, of course, no musical 
instruments, and only one song book 
was in sight, yet everyone knew the 
words to each verse. And they sang 
them all! 


A quintet, consisting of four men and 
a woman, rendered a special number. 
I wondered what the song would be, and 
was pleased to recognize the melody, 
“How Great Thou Art!” Here in the 
heart of the Haitian jungles were chil- 
dren of God singing His praises! 


A “Coincidence” 


Brother Tippenhauer had explanied 
to me that after the song service they 
would have a Scripture reading, and 
then I could speak. I had decided to ask 
the people to think of the day when 
Christ preached to the multitude on the 
hillside, delivering His famous Sermon 
on the Mount, but I had said nothing 
to anyone concerning my topic. 


You can imagine my delight when a 
young man arose to read the Scripture. 
As he announced his text, Brother Tip- 
penhauer translated into English. The

youth was reading from the Sermon on 
the Mount! The novice might say, “what 
a coincidence,” but I felt it was the 
leading of the Holy Spirit. 


After the service we descended the 
mountainside to our patient taxi driver. 
I noticed he did not bother to turn on 
the ignition but took advantage of the 
natural steep decline to save his pre- 
cious and costly gasoline. 


Before the day ended I had seen and 
heard enough to know that Brother 
Tippenhauer is truly a dedicated serv- 
ant of God. His people love him. When 
he enters the room, their faces light up. 


They look to him as sheep to a shep- 
herd, and he constantly strives to aid in 
their struggle to improve their status 
in the community. 


Brother Tippenhauer was converted 
in 1940. After taking advantage of what 
schooling in pastoral studies was avail- 
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able, he was ordained to the ministry 
in 1945. 


In writing Defender Headquarters at 
that time he said, “The number of un- 
converted souls in my land is so great 
that I feel God will hold me responsible 
if I fail to go and win as many as pos- 
sible to the Lord Jesus Christ.” 


Asking permission to take up addi- 
tional studies, he wrote: “My admit- 
tance to the Defenders Theological Sem- 
inary would familiarize me with the 
Defenders method of approaching the 
unsaved. I would also be better quali- 
fied to plan for evangelizing Haiti by 
means of radio, schools, Sunday Schools 
and orphanages.” 


It was his feeling at that time (and 
it has not changed) that the best way 
to approach evangelism in Haiti is to 
work through the children. With this

The Key Word: Couches 
Most Bible students divide the Book 


of Amos into three sections. Part One 
consists of prophecies against the na- 
tions for their sins, Part Two warns of 
the doom of Israel, while Part Three 
presents in detail the five visions of 
Amos, more preaching and additional 
prophecy. 


Amos knew that the fall of Israel was 
certain, even though his hearers scoffed 
and ridiculed him. They had a false 


sense of security. 


Their thoughts were upon the things 
that may be seen with the eyes — their 
wealth, their armies, the strong forti- 
fications of Samaria, the throngs who 
were still bowing at the altars of Je- 
hovah. 


They considered their material po- 
sessions as a sign of God’s favor and 
blessing. In their self-righteousness, they 
even looked for the coming of “the day 
of the Lord,” because they considered 
that, on that great day, God would man- 
ifest His power on their behalf by giving 
them complete victory over their ene- 
mies! What conceit! 


Only the Prophet from Tekoa, the 
lonely Amos, seemed to realize how 
badly mistaken they were. He knew 
there was no security in things alone. 
Moral and spiritual decay had eaten 
away the very vitals of Israel. 


Unquestionably, there was a “day of 
the Lord” coming, and it would be 
their day. But not as they thought. It 
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would be the day of judgment for their 
gross sins. 


Excavations of the site of ancient Sa- 
maria have unearthed numerous ivory 
plaques or panels, on which various sub- 
jects are carved, including flowers, ani- 
mals, winged human creatures, and 
some of the gods of Egypt. It is pre- 
sumed that these plaques were decora- 
tive inlays attached to furniture or to 
wall panels. They reflect the wealth and 
luxury of the age, the extravagance and 
the pride. 


Notice the word “couches” in the 
fourth verse. “That lie upon beds of 
ivory, and stretch themselves upon their 
couches.” 


The Hebrew word translated “stretch” 
means literally “to pour out.” They 
“poured themselves” onto the couches, 
eating like gluttons, desirous only of 
self-indulgence. 


Surely they would fit the type of 
whom Paul wrote years later, “Whose 
end is destruction, whose God is their 
belly, and whose glory is in their shame, 
who mind earthly things.” (Philippians 
3:19) 


There is no sin in possessing soft 
couches, nor in eating lambs of the 
flock. But the wealthy of Israel gained 
an overabundance of such things by de- 
frauding the needy. They were lovers 
of pleasure more than lovers of God. 
They were extravagant in their furni- 
ture, lazy in their habits, and greedy 
in their hearts. 


The Key Verse: Amos 6:7 


“Therefore now shall they go captive 
with the first that go captive, and the 
banquet of them that stretched them- 
selves shall be removed.” 


Their plenty shall be taken from them, 
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and they from it, because they make it 
the food and fuel of their lusts. 


Those who live in luxury shall lose 
even their liberty; and by being brought 
into servitude shall be justly punished 
for the abuse of their dignity and do. 
minion. 

Those who trust in the delights and 
pleasures of their own land shall be car- 
ried away into a strange land, and so 
made ashamed of their pride and confi. 
dence; they shall go captive. 


Those who place their happiness in 
the pleasures of sense, and set their 
hearts upon them, shall be deprived of 
those pleasures; their banquet shall be 
removed, and they shall know what it 
is to fare hard. 


Those who stretch themselves will be 
made to contract themselves, and come 
into a less compass. 


Those who put the evil day far from 
them shall find it nearer to them than 
it is to others; those shall go captive 
with the first who flatter themselves with 
the hope that if trouble does come, they 
will be the last to be seized by it. 


The Key Fact: Sin Causes Weakness 


God is a God of purity and holiness 
and He would have His people share 
these qualities with Him. Also, He has 
made known those principles by which 
one should direct his way. 


The child of God who follows the 
teaching and spirit of God lives a life 
of such confidence that he does indeed 
have strength unknown to others. 


Thus David, a man after God’s own 
heart, although but a lad with a sling 
and five smooth pebbles, could face the 
giant with these words: “Thou comest 
to me with a sword, and with a spear, 
and with a javelin: but I come to thee 
in the name of Jehovah of hosts, the 
God of the armies of Israel, whom thou 
hast defied. This day will Jehovah de- 
liver thee into my hand.” (I Samuel 
17:45-46, American Standard Version) 


The confidence of David certainly 
was not in a feeling of physical supe- 
riority over Goliath. His confidence, his 
courage, his strength, were born of his 
day-by-day relationship with God. As 
long as one continues in fellowship with 
God, his strength and confidence re- 


_main. 


But sin mars the fellowship with God 
and, if unforgiven, breaks that fellow- 
ship altogether. This is not only true 
of individuals; it is true of nations. 


Amos declared that it was Israel’s 
special relationship to God that made 
the approaching judgment inevitable. 
They were weighed in the balances and 
found wanting. —Standard Commentary 
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HOSEA PLEADS FOR FIDELITY 
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The Key Word: Controversy 


What an indictment against the chil- 
dren of Israel. As one reads the first 
three verses of the fourth chapter of 
Hosea, a shudder of amazement flits 
through the mind. How could Jehovah 
have been so longsuffering with such 
a haughty, sinful generation! 


First, “there is no truth.” This word 
signifies not only truth as opposed to 
falsehood, but it also means following 
the truth — trustworthiness, steadfast- 
ness, faithfulness to the truth. 


The word “mercy” signifies the cove- 
nant love from God to man and from 
man to God. It is a mutual concern and 
regard such as a devoted husband and 
wife have for each other. And it was 
totally lacking in the hearts of Israel. 


Neither did they have knowledge of 
God. So unconcerned were they that 
they made no attempt to even discern 
the will of God. There was nothing in 
their daily living to indicate that they 
had ever heard of God! 


In rapid succession, he accuses them 
of breaking five of the Ten Command- 
ments ... the third, the sixth, the sev- 
enth, the eighth and the ninth! 


Everywhere the people were swearing, 
taking the name of God in vain. They 
forgot Him and His goodness toward 
them. They lied in all things . . . in busi- 
ness dealings, in their daily living, until 
it was soon difficult to discern between 
falsehood and truth. 


When a person breaks one Command- 
ment, it is not long before he loses re- 
spect for them all. Once he has been 
guilty of lying and swearing, he discov- 
ers all too quickly that these are but 
stairsteps to killing ... a heinous crime 


indeed. 


Stealing and committing adultery are 
anticlimaxical acts after one has dealt 
in murder. Yet each of these deeds are 
normal results of a mind that has eject- 
ed thoughts of God. Sin is a violent 
thing. Its power is exhorbitant, especial- 
ly when men’s hearts are fully set in 
them to do evil. Such was the case with 
the children of Israel. 


Their evil broke out, like a disease, 
overriding everything standing in its 
path, even as the waters of the mighty 
Mississippi rise in torrential fury, as- 
saulting the protective dikes, flowing 
over them and inundating the precious 
farmlands for miles around. 
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The Key Verse: Hosea 6:6 


“For I desired mercy, and not sacri- 
fice; and the knowledge of God more 
than burnt offerings.” 


God requires both sacrifice and offer- 
ing, but only as they are accompanied 
with mercy and knowledge concerning 
Him. If presented on any other basis, 
He declares them unacceptable. 


God desired of the Israelites that they 
should be good men, living pure lives 
for their own good. The ceremony of 
honoring Him with sacrifice was one 
of the smallest matters of His law. 


The false gods which they worshipped 
required sacrifice and burnt offerings 
also. So long as the people paid hom- 
age to the priests of Baal, they could 
live as they pleased. There were no 
restrictions. 


What fools were those that left a God 
who aimed at giving His worshippers a 
new nature, for gods who aimed at noth- 
ing but making themselves a new name! 


Serious piety in the heart and life is 
the one thing needful and, separate from 
that, the performances of devotion, 
though ever so plausible, ever so cost- 
ly, are of no account. Christ referred 
back to this teaching in His day to show 
that moral duties are to be preferred be- 
fore rituals, whenever the two come in 
competition. 


The Key Fact: God Desires Love 


It is not only because men do wick- 
edly that they suffer; the absence of the 
love of God in the heart cripples and 
torments the soul. 


When men reject the instruction of 
God, they have dishonored, if not de- 
spised, the Instructor. God does desire 
our obedience, but not as a master from 
his slave! That is compulsory obedi- 
ence, and God respects the spiritual na- 
ture of man so much that He does not 
impose His will as a tyrant. 


Instead, as a father with his children, 
God desires the obedience to His will 
that is the result of love. And so, the 
first and greatest commandment is this: 


“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind, and with all thy 
strength.” (Mark 12:30) 


The sacrifices brought by the people 
of Israel were not prompted by love, so 
God did not want them. Jesus suggested 
love as the motive for following Him 
when He said, “If ye love me, keep my 
commandments.” 


God yearned for and desired the love 
of His people, Israel. God desires our 
steadfast love today. When we love Him 
with all our hearts, the problem of evil 
in the world will be solved. 
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THE DANGERS OF PROSPERITY 





The Key Word: Fruit 


In Hosea 9:10 God lovingly refers to 
Israel as the “grapes in the wilderness.” 
In those days they bore a little fruit for 
the Lord. But in the lesson at hand we 
notice His solemn judgment of them: 
“Israel is an empty vine, he bringeth 
forth fruit unto himself.” 


The lesson of the vine can be traced 
through both of the Testaments. Psalm 
80, beginning with the eighth verse, is 
especially descriptive of Israel, as she 
was at one time. 


In her youth she was lowly of mind 
and her heart was subjected to God, 
depending on Him entirely. But Hosea 
proclaims a new day has arrived. 


God came looking for fruit on the 
vine of Israel, but found only wild 
grapes. He promised to root out this 
barren vine, and bring forth another 
vine that will be productive forever. 


In the Gospel of John Jesus speaks 
those oft-quoted words, “I am the vine, 
ye are the branches.” 


Empty branches, with no vital link, 
may be grafted among the branches, 
but there is no life; therefore no fruit. 
Such are false professors who are cut 
off, and cast forth as branches, withered, 
and whose end is to be burned. The 
fruit-bearing branches are purged that 
they may bear more fruit. 


The True Vine has taken its place, 
and shall never be set aside, for it is 
Christ Himself and His people in Him. 


This tenth chapter of Hosea describes 
the sad condition into which Israel had 
fallen. All hope of recovery was gone 
for the present. 


She must pass through affliction and 
tribulation, and consequent repentance, 
before she can again be taken up; and 
then it will be as branches in the living 
Vine, linked up with her once-rejected 
Messiah as God’s testimony in the Mil- 
lennium; no longer as under the old 
covenant, on the ground of her respon- 
sibility (in which position she failed 
from the first), but under the new cove- 
nant of God’s pure grace toward her, 
unmerited and sovereign. 


God judged Israel, taking away all 
her wealth and pomp, because they 
made improper use of it. This should 
serve as a lesson for us today. What we 
do not rightly employ we may justly 
expect to lose. 








The Key Verse: Hosea 10:12 


“Sow to yourselves in righteousness, 
reap in mercy; break up your fallow 
ground: for it is time to seek the Lord, 
till he come and rain righteousness up- 
on you.” 


If we do our part, God will do His, 
If we sow to ourselves in righteousness 
— if we be careful and diligent to do 
our duty, depending upon His grace 
— He will shower His grace upon us, 
and will rain righteousness, the very 
thing we most need if we are to sow in 
righteousness. 


No one ever gains anything in the 
service of sin. If we plow wickedness 
(that is, if we have done the drudgery 
of sin), we will reap iniquity. The 
seeming gains of a sinful life will yield 
the individual no satisfaction. 


Hosea instructed his people to “break 
up the fallow ground.” We are to 
cleanse our hearts from all corrupt af- 
fections and lusts, which are weeds and 
thorns, be humbled for our sins, and 
be broken and contrite in spirit. Let us 
be full of sorrow and shame at the re- 
membrance of them, and prepare to re- 
ceive the Divine precepts, as ground 
that is plowed is to receive the seed, 
that it may take root. 


The Key Fact: Idolatry Still Leads 
To Ruin 


The one God before whom “every one 
of us shall give account of himself” is a 
holy and a just God, and He would have 
His people to be holy. He is not a pagan 
deity who would wink at immoral and 
corrupt living. It does make a difference 
to Him how we live, how we think, how 
we speak, and how we use the life that 
has been given to us. 


God’s nature is indeed that of forgiv- 
ing love, but His forgiveness is for those 
who come to Him through His Son Je- 
sus Christ, repenting of their sins, dying 
to the old life, and being raised up to 
walk as new creatures in Him. To such, 
He is a loving Heavenly Father who 
stands behind His children with all of 


the resources of heaven. 


Idolatry still leads to ruin, whether 
the idol be of wood, stone, or gold, or 
whether it be an idol that has been set 
up in the mind. “My people are destroy- 
ed for lack of knowledge,” God said. 


Lacking the knowledge of God today, 
men and women continue in sin before 
the idol they have erected in their minds, 
blissfully hoping that somehow, in spite 
of themselves, the “man upstairs” will 
make all things right for them. 


The answer from God against all un- 
godliness is still the same — inevitable 
doom. They who sow the wind will reap 
the whirlwind. —Standard Commentary 
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THE POWER OF LOVE 





The Key Word: Love 


Webster tells us that love is a feel- 
ing of strong personal attachment, in- 
duced by that which delights or com- 
mands admiration. This definition is 
doubtlessly accurate on the human level, 
but totally inadequate when describing 
the attribute in relation to God. 


The Greek philosopher Aristotle de- 
fines love in this way: “The desire of 
anyone for whatsoever things a person 
supposes to be good for his friend’s 
sake, but not for his own, and the pro- 
curing of those things for the person be- 
loved according to one’s power.” 


This he conceived in the schools of 
philosophers, and in the shades of aca- 
demical retirement; but a grand ques- 
tion meets us at the threshold of the in- 
quiry, Where is to be found the individ- 
ual who is the subject of this love? 


It is easy to give the definition, but 
where, in our fallen race, shall we dis- 
cover any person with his heart thus 
disinterestedly affectionate? But that 
which is not in man by nature, is found 
in God for “God is love.” He is the 


fountain from which love must flow. . 


There was a day in history when a 
man of genius discovered the law of at- 
traction which connects the worlds. 
Through the unlimited course of ages 
that law had always existed, ever the 
same, ever unaltered, ever acting, be- 
fore men had learned to spell its fami- 
liar formula. 


What attraction is in the physical 
world, such is the love of God in the 
moral world. God is immutable, for 
God is love. He has ever been so. 


But there was a day when that love of 
God was revealed to mankind by Je- 
sus Christ, and it is through Him alone 
that the world can know it. 


Hosea reminds the children of Israel 
that when they were weak and helpless 
in the land of Egypt, when they were 
outcasts, God loved them. He pitied 
them, and testified His good will to 
them. He cared for them as the nurse 
does the injured child, nourished them, 
and suffered their bad manners. 


He did not drive them by force into 

8 service, nor rule them with rigor, 
nor detain them by violence, but His at- 
tractives were all loving and endearing, 
all sweet and gentle, that He might 
overcome them with kindness. 
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The Key Verse: Hosea 11:7 


“And my people are bent to backslid- 
ing from me: though they called them 
to the most High, none at all would ex- 
alt him.” 


Hosea’s people were not steadfast. 
They were vacillating. They seemed to 
draw close to God, but soon would 


slide back. 
They backslid from God, the fountain 


of their life and of living waters; from 
God, their owner, ruler and benefactor; 
from God who never turned from them, 
nor was as a wilderness to them. 


They were ready to sin. There was 
in their nature a propensity to that 
which is evil. At best, they hung in 
suspension between God and the world, 
so that any little thing swerved them the 
wrong way. They were resolute in sin. 


Their hearts were fully set to do evil. 
The bias was strong that way. And so 
they persisted in backsliding. 


In spite of this God still referred to 
them as “my people.” They were called 
by “my name.” 


In repentance we should lament not 
only our backslidings but our bent to 
backslide; not only our actual trans- 
gressions, but our original corruption, 
the sin that dwells in us, the carnal 
mind. 


The Key Fact: We Need To Dwell 
In God’s Love 


We could not understand what had 
happened to our beautiful fern which 
had hung in our window and grown 
beautifully all the season. The leaves 
were drying and turning white. 


But on taking it down, we discovered 
to our surprise that the soil had been 
washed away from the roots. It ac- 
tually had nothing to grow in. 


Fresh soil was immediately procured 
and while pressing it around the bare 
roots I thought how easily the spiritual 
soil may be washed away from the 
roots of our heart. 


The human heart must have fertile 
soil in which to grow, and that soil is 
love. Paul prayed that he might be 
rooted and grounded in love. 


Life may have washed from you that 
which we all cherish — human love 
— until you feel that you are bare. But 
there is abundance of spiritual soil in 
the love of God. Some of the grandest 
plants in God’s conservatory have no 
other, and nothing can wash it away. 


We must bask in it. Think on Him, 
keep ever near Him, listen to Him, 
and talk with Him. Only as we do these 
things can we feel the full fellowship 
and comradeship of His divine love.

The Key Word: Seraphim 


The seraphim are represented as 
veiling their faces and feet with their 
wings while they stand in adoration be- 
fore the Throne of God. But though en- 
gaged in ceaselessly adoring the Divine 
perfections, they lead not a life of bar- 
ren contemplation. 


The words “with twain he did fly,” 
intimate to us that they are also engaged 
in the active execution of those errands 
with which God has charged them. 


Consider first, the devotional branch 
of the Christian’s life, that branch 
which is withdrawn from the eyes of 
the world, and opened only to the in- 
spection of Him who seeth in secret. 


In the exercises of the closet and of 
the sanctuary are found the springs of 
the Christian’s exertions in his Master’s 
cause. 


The Christian’s life, like that of the 
seraphim, branches out into the two 
great divisions of contemplative devo- 
tion and active exertion. It is the life of 
Mary, who sat at our Lord’s feet and 
heard His word, combined with that of 
Martha, who busied herself in outward 
ministrations to Him. 








If even the work of angels (excelling 
as they do in power) would be certainly 


impaired unless constantly renewed by 
gazing on Divine perfection, how surely 
shall ours languish and die if we fail to 
arouse them by diligent use of all the 
means of grace God has put into our 


hands. 


The Christian life, although its 
springs and sources are hidden with 
Christ in God, does have an outward 
manifestation discernible by the world. 


We must take care not only that our 
lamps be filled with oil, but also that 
they are lighted and shining before men. 


The word “seraphim” means literally 
“to burn.” It is suggested that the term 
describes the bright, shining appearance 
of these creatures. Their presence may 
signify the purity of God: any unclean 
thing that might approach His throne 
would be consumed. 


Wings suggest the faculty of rapid 
movement, quick response to do the will 
of God. He covered his face because he 
was standing in awe before the majesty 
of God, not worthy to look upon His 
face. It is no small thing to stand in 
God’s presence. 


If these heavenly creatures felt such 
reverence before Him, how must Isaiah, 
conscious of his own sinfulness, have 
felt ? 


The Key Verse: Isaiah 6:8 
“Also I heard the voice of the Lord, 


saying, Whom shall I send, and who 
will go for us? Then said I, Here am I; 
send me.” 


These few simple words express the 
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crisis, the turning point in the life of 
Isaiah. If he had not uttered these 
words, we would never have heard of 
him. 

But speaking these words in profound 
sincerity, from the bottom of his heart, 
made him one of the greatest of the 
prophets of God. 


General Booth once wanted fourteen 
recruits for India. He had his whole 
company about him, and he said: “This 
is very dangerous work, and it requires 
great self-sacrifice. I might detail you 
for the work, but I will not do so. | 
will tell you what I will do: if any of 
you want to volunteer for it, you will 
have the privilege to do so after one 
hour. Go away now and pray about it.” 


They went and prayed about it, and 
returned at the end of the hour. General 
Booth said, “Are any of you willing to 
undertake the work?” Fourteen stal- 
wart men stepped forward and said, 
“We are ready to sail tomorrow morn-

ing.’ 
The Key Fact: God's Call Is Univer- 
sal 


What did Isaiah hear? He heard God 
asking for somebody to carry a mes- 
sage and do work for Him. You say, 
“But we have not heard God say that 
to us.” 


No, you have never heard Him in so 
many words, but if you learn how to 
listen for His call, you can hear Him 
any day. How does He call? By put- 
ting a need before you. When anything 
requires doing, that is God’s call to 
someone and it may be you! 


What did Isaiah reply? “Here am I.” 
He did not look about and wonder, 
“Who is going to volunteer?” No. He 
said, “Here am I; send me.” And God 
sent him! 


In arranging their play, children 
choose sides, and of course, always try 
to pick the best ones. The poor little fel- 
lows who can’t play well are left for the 
other side. They are always so anxious 
to be called, but inevitably are passed 
by, or left to the very last. 

God does not do that way. He is nev- 
er guilty of saying, “Oh no, no, I want 
somebody else.” He says, “Come! Who- 
soever will, let him come!” 


What a challenge! God calls. We an- 


| swer. He makes giants of us, if we but 


allow Him! 
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thought in mind, he not only emphasizes 
Sunday Schools, but also superintends 
parochial schools dedicated to winning 
the youth and, through them, their par- 


ents. 


Thorough Training 


Dr. J. F. Rodriguez, Superintendent 
of Defender work in Puerto Rico, ad- 
vised us after Brother Tippenhauer was 
enrolled as a student in the Defenders 
Theological Seminary that: 


“As part of his training we have in- 
cluded active participation in evangel- 
istic meetings in various Defender 
churches, plus schooling in the art of 
conducting ministerial association meet- 
ings, ordination services, funerals ...

The needs on the field are great. I 
explained that finances are not always 
easy to raise. He responded by a trans- 
lation from a French hymn, which goes 
something like this:

From whence our help will come? 
With courage let us move forward 
Until our journey’s end 

The Lord will provide! 


God has blessed the Defenders or- 
ganization by supplying a man of the 
caliber of Helmut Tippenhauer.

WHO IS JESUS? 





Jesus Christ was born in the meanest 
of circumstances, but the air above was 
filled with the hallelujahs of the heaven- 
ly host. His lodging was a cattle pen, 
but a star drew distinguished visitants 
from afar to do Him homage. 


His birth was contrary to the laws 
of life; His death was contrary to the 
laws of death. No miracle is so inex- 
plicable as His teaching and His life. 


He had no cornfields or fisheries, but 
He could spread a table for 5-thousand 
and have bread and fish to spare. He 
walked on no beautiful carpets, but He 
tread on the waters and they support- 
ed Him. 


He had no veneration for old mis- 
takes; no admiration for ancient forms. 
He loved truth for truth’s sake and for 
man’s sake. He saw oppression on eve- 
ty hand; injustice everywhere; hypoc- 
risy at the altar; tyranny on the 
throne; and with high and splendid 
courage He espoused the cause of the 
weak against the strong; of the en- 
slaved many against the titled few. 


He commanded no wealth; He built 
no church; He founded no schools; He 
organized no army; He wrote no books, 
and yet after 1,900 years He is the one 
central character of human history, the 
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perpetual theme of all preaching, the 
pivot around which the events of the 
age revolve, the only Regenerator of 
the human race. 


Was it merely the son of Mary who 
crossed the world’s horizon 1,900 years 
ago? Was it merely human blood that 
was spilled on Calvary’s hill for the 
redemption of sinners and which has 
worked such wonders in men and na- 
tions throughout the centuries? 


His Crucifixion was the crime of 
crimes, but no lower price than His in- 
finite agony on the cross could have 
made possible our redemption. When 
He died few men mourned, but a black 
crepe was hung over the sun. Though 
men trembled not for their sins, the 
earth beneath shook under the load! 
All nature honored Him; sinners alone 
rejected Him.
